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II  The  iiios(  fniiiuiis  of  all  Amherst  songs,  "Lord  Jeffrey  Amherst",  was 

written  by  James  S.  Hamihon  '06,  who  says — 

H  "I  was  in  Farmington,  Connecticut,  in  the  summer  of  1905  hefore  the  start 

of  my  senior  year,  trying  to  plan  a  glee  club  program  for  the  fall.  I  wanted 

buiiieliiing  to  open  the  concerts  with,  as  a  balance  for  'Cheer  for  Old  Amherst' 

that  always  came  at  the  end — rather  \aguely,  1  wanted  something  a  bit  gay, 

like  'Here's  to  Johnny  Harvard'  and  the  song  about  Eph  Williams  'who 

founded  a  school  in  Billville.'  No  such  thing  existed  for  Amherst  .  .  .  More  or 

less  subconsciously,  1  suppose,  was  working  a  recollection  of  some  verses  which 

appeared  in  the  Amherst  Literary  Monthly"  Mr.  llamilton  then  tells  of 

how  the  hrst  product  of  his  thoughts  \ielded:  "Oh  Lord!  Jeffrey  Amherst, 

look  at  what  you've  done!  "  Then  he  adds,  "The  lirst  four  words,  with  an 

exclamalory  pause  after  the  second,  set  themselves  immediately  to  a  tune.  The 

rest  of  the  tunc  followed  nalurallx'  enough,  with  doggerel  to  go  with  it — 

which  shifted  from  an  apostrophe  to  a  narrali\e.  It  came  to  a  stop  at  the  last 

line  of  the  chorus,  a  line  I  somehow  couldn't  manage  at  the  lime  and  which, 

as  a  matter  of  fact,  I  never  did  write.  All  of  this  was  put  down  in  a  musical 

w  notebook   I  kept." 

11  Then  .Mr.  Hamilton  tells  of  shelving  the  song  (because  it  was  "too  trifling  to 

tisc — it  was  really  a  burlesque  of  Alma  Mater  songs")  until  Charles  Vinal, 

manager  of  the  .Musical  Clubs,  had  it  brought  out  of  hiding  for  a  concert. 

I  he  missing  last  line  was  added  b\'  George  Harris  in  less  than  a  iiiiiiutc,  and 

Norman  Foster  did  the  instrumcnl  arrangement,  the  rehearsing  was  huriicd, 

and  the  second  verse  was   "a  last-minute  throwing  together  of  rhymes  between 

supper  up  at  Nel  Waitc's  and  the  linal  rehearsal."  TTie  song  was  first  sung 

in  the  high  school  at  Springfield,  then  repeated  at  the  next  concert  in 

Northampton.    'The  whole  thing  had  been  frivolously  conceived  and  carelessly 

done,  without  any  reference  to  historical  justification  or  fact  and  even  with 

Jeffrey's  name  mis-spelled.  But  it  went  well  enough,  though  without  causing 

any  noticeable  enthusiasnt,  and  was  kept  on  the  Glee  Club  program." 

11  True  enough,  "1-ord  Jeffrey  .Amherst  "  is  a  quixotic  idealization  of  a  soldier. 

Certain  details  of  his  life,  such  as  have  been  revealed  in  a  letter  of  his  to  a 

subordinate,  were  unwittingly  omitted  by  its  author.  Wrote  Lord  Amherst: 

"You  will  do  well  to  tr\'  to  innoculate  the  Indians  by  means  of  blankets  as 

well  as  to  trv  every  other  method  that  can  serve  to  extirpate  this  excreable 

race.  I  should  be  very  glad  of  your  scheme  of  hunting  them  down  by  dogs." 

Stanley  Woodward  '17,  writing  in  the  New  York  Jlcrald  Jiihunc,  suggested, 

in  the  light  of  the  above  quotation,  the  following  lines  as  a  substitute  in  the 

refrain: 
"Oh  Amherst,  sly  Amherst, 

Put  the  pox  in  their  sox  in  days  of  yore-orc-ore. 

Vaccination!  Extirpation! 

Till  the  redskins  roamed  the  woods  no  more." 

H  This  slight  misrepresentation  of  character,  however,  did  not  prevent  the 

widespread  acclaim  of  the  song.  In  1923  an  appraisal  of  college  songs  was  made 

by  Kenneth  Clark  in  the  New  >'ork  Tlcrijld:  "TTie  best  lively  college  song  is 

'Lord  Geoffrey  Amherst.'  "  The  I  harvard  Glee  Club  added  it  to  its  repertoire 

and  carried  it  across  the  sea  with  them  on  European  tours  as  a  representative 

American  College  Song.  And,  of  course,  as  is  the  case  with  all  catchy  tunes, 

"steals"  have  been  made,  A  Chicago  school  tried:  "Oh  Casimer  Pulaski  was  a 

soldier  brave  and  true  and  he  came  from  across  the  sea."  An  electrical  society's 

version  of  it  went;  "Charles  P.  Steinmetz  was  an  enemy  of  the  wicked  Prussian 

king;  and  he  came  from  across  the  sea"  with  a  refrain  that  ends:  "May  it  ever 

be  glorious  till  electric  currents  flow  no  more."

Singing  is  an  integial  pari  ol  (Uir  lives  here; 
no  one  who  has  ever  sung  on  a  traternitv  house 
porch  after  Tuesday  night  goat  or  harmonized  on 
an  old  favorite  some  weekend  night  or  listened 
to  the  haunting  melody  as  the  seniors  passed  the 
goblet  can  forget  this  part  of  oLir  college  days. 

These  songs  we  sing  are  countless,  some  old 
ant!  some  new.  A  number  have  fadeil  from  the 
scene  and  linger  in  alumni  heaits  but  many  from 
yesterday  like  "Paige's  Horse"  ami  "To  The 
Fairest  College"  are  still  heari.1  continually. 

We  have  reproduced  in  this  book  the  manu- 
scripts of  six  of  the  songs  vs'e  currently  sing; 
they  are  all  Mr.  Hamilton's  work  including  the  celebrated  "Lord  Jeffre\'  Amherst"  which 
decorates  the  end-papers  of  this  volume.  But  we  are  conscious  that  many  others  have  con- 
tributed to  this  heritage;  the  list  would  be  long  indeed:  Draper  Bartlett  '0,-!,  Fied  'V(^ood- 
bridge  '89,  jason  N.  Pierce  '02,  Prof.  John  F.  Genung,  but  even  this  list  would  not  account 
for  the  countless  songs  which  are  still  anonymous.  Scores  of  them  just  grew;  part  were  cretl- 
ited  to  authois  but  many  are  aiithorless  even  now.  The  tradition  cannot  be  tracetl  to  con- 
crete facts  and  deHnite  names;  circumstance  formed  a  backgrouiu!  foi-  the  tiatlition  and  it 
grew  slowly. 

But  the  purpose  of  this  book  is  not  to  trace  the  tradition;  it  woukl  take  this  whole  xolume 
to  do  that;  the  reacler,  however,  will  find  short  notes  next  to  the  manusciipts  in  the  book 
telling  a  little  bit  about  the  birth  of  that  particular  song. 

The  purpose  of  this  book  is,  of  course,  to  record  something  of  another  \'ear  at  Amherst; 
these  pages  can  ne\'er  captLLre  the  real  essence  of  life  here.  The\'  can  only  offer  a  lii  iet  rec- 
ord of  the  past  months,  in  the  hope  that  it  may  add  to  communicate  the  spirit  of  the  place, 
we  have  inserted  the  "singing  college"  theme,  gratefully  aware  of  the  men  who  ha\'e  main- 
tained this  tradition  at  "the  fairest  college  of  them  all".

Completed  in  iy3fi,  the  Alumni  Gymnnsiiiiii  was  built  after  years 
of  student  and  alumni  agitation.  An  intei;ral  part  of  one  of  the 
linest  athletic  plants  in  the  country,  it  connects  the  Cage,  the 
Davenport  Memorial  Squash  Courts,  and  Pratt  Pool,  all  ot 
which  overlook  Hitchcock  Field. 


The  Converse  Memorial  Library  was  built  from  the  sum  giver, 
the  college  by  Edmund  C.  Converse  in  memory  of  his  brother 
James  B.  Converse  '67.  The  structure,  which  was  dedicated  in 
1917,  is  unusually  dignified  and  imposing. 


The  McaJ  Art  BLiilding  is  the  newest  aJJition  to  the  Amherst 
tanipus.  A  memorial  to  W'ilham  RtitherforJ  Mead  '67,  it  houses 
the  college  art  treasures  including  the  famed  Assyrian  reliefs 
from  Ninevali  and  the  Rotheruas  Room.  A  main  gallery  connects 
the  classrooms,  studios,  oHices,  and  library  to  present  art  to  the 
Amherst  community  with  great  efficiency  and  flexibility. 


In  18^8  the  trustees  of  the  college  bought  the  land  on  which 
College  Hall  now  stands  and  a  year  later  contributed  part  of  the 
money  to  build  a  church  there  for  the  First  Parish.  In  1866  the 
college  finally  bought  the  building  which  was  restored  to  its  orig- 
inal design  in  1905  bv  the  class  of  1884.

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The  Amherst  chapter  of  Alpha  Delta  Phi  was 
begun  as  the  first  natioral  fraternity  on  the 
campus  in  1836,  four  years  after  Samuel  Eels 
founded  the  organization  at  Hamilton  Col- 
lege. Originally  begun  as  Iota  Pi  Kappa,  a 
local  literary  society,  the  group  had  as  its  aims 
the  cultivation  of  closer  bonds  of  friendships  and  the  attain- 
ment of  a  broader  culture  than  that  allowed  by  the  college 
course.  A  committee  from  this  group  sent  to  Yale  in  1836  to 
investigate  the  benefits  of  affiliation  with  Alpha  Delta  Phi, 
reported  in  favor  of  such  a  move  and  so  the  society  became 
a  chapter  of  the  national  organization  which  today  has  a 
membership  of  over  eighteen  thousand.  The  college  authori- 
ties at  first  assumed  a  vigilant  attitude  as  the  house  grew 
and  it  was  not  until  1845  that  they  withdrew  their  extensive 
opposition.  For  many  years,  the  members  lived  in  a  granite 
structure  on  the  site  of  the  present  Doric-columned  building 
which  was  built  in  1927  and  is  today  one  of  the  college's 
largest  fraternity  houses.

The  Amherst  chapter,  Beta  Iota,  of  Beta 
Thcta  Pi  was  founded  in  ISSo  as  the 
sixty-seventh  chapter  of  the  fraternity 
that  has,  at  present,  one  hundred  and  ten 
active  chapters  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada  and  some  forty  thousand  living 
members,  being  one  of  the  largest  fraternities  in  the  country 
and  the  second  largest  national  on  the  campus.  The  organ- 
ization, the  sixth  national  college  secret  society,  was  begun 
at  Miami  University  in  Ohio  in  1839.  There  were  eight  con- 
stituent members  known  as  the  Founding  Fathers  of  "Ever 
Honored  Memory";  one  of  them,  John  Reilley  Knox,  Miami 
'39,  was  the  first  president.  Beta  Theta  Pi  was  the  first  fra- 
ternity to  originate  west  of  the  Alleghenies  and  Beta  lota 
was  the  first  chapter  to  build  and  own  its  house  in  1885. 
In  1915,  the  present  house  was  built  and  its  latest  addition, 
the  sound-proofed  Lay  Memorial  Library,  dedicated  by  the 
chapter  in  1948,  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  finest  studies 
in  the  coimtry.

The  Chi  Phi  fraternity  of  today  is  the 
result  of  successive  unions  of  three  older 
groups,  each  bearing  the  same  name:  the 
Princeton  Order,  founded  at  the  College 
of  New  Jersey  in  1S54,  the  Southern 
Order,  foimded  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  in  1S58,  and  the  Hobirt  Order,  foimded  at 
Hobart  College  in  18bO.  These  were  officially  organized 
into  the  Chi  Phi  fraternity  in  1874.  The  fraternity  today  is 
governed  through  annual  delegate  congresses  representing 
the  chapters,  chapter  alumni,  and  chartered  alumni  associa- 
tions, and  an  executive  council. 

The  Phi  chapter  was  established  at  Amherst  in  187.T  and 
is  the  nineteenth  in  order  of  founding,  its  present  quarters, 
located  on  College  Street,  were  constructed  in  1919.  it  is 
one  of  thirty-five  active  chapters  in  the  United  States  with 
a  total  membership  roll  in  the  national  organization  of  well 
over  fourteen  thousand.

The  Chi  Psi  Fraternity  was  |-ouncled  at 
Union  College  in  1841.  The  founders 
stressed  the  social  rather  than  the  liter- 
ary principle  and  this  emphasis  has  con- 
tinued throughout  the  fraternity's  his- 
tory. Chi  Psi  spread  rapidly  throughout 
the  East,  and  sixteen  alphas  were  founded  before  Alpha  Chi 
was  established  at  Amherst. 

At  first  various  rooms  in  the  National  Bank  building 
were  used,  but  by  1881  the  increasing  membership  made 
new  housing  facilities  necessary.  Most  of  the  present 
grounds  were  acquired  in  1885  and  the  first  Chi  Psi  Lodge 
was  built.  This  was  the  first  Amherst  fraternity  house.  The 
original  structure  was  replaced  in  1923  by  the  present 
Lodge,  one  of  the  largest  houses  on  the  campus. 

Chi  Psi  now  includes  twenty-five  alphas  throughout  the 
country.  There  has  been  an  endeavour  to  develop  chapter 
responsibility,  but  it  is  essentially  a  conservative  fraternity 
in  that  the  members  have  tried  to  keep  it  closely  knit.  The 
bond  between  the  undergraduates  and  alumni  is  unusually 
strong.

Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  started  at  Yale  in 
1844  as  a  purely  local  organization.  But 
a  movement  to  establish  other  chapters 
resulted  in  the  forming  of  chapters  at 
Bovvdoin,  Princeton,  Colby  and  the  fifth 
branch  of  DKE  at  Amherst  in  1846.  The 
fraternity's  growth  was  rapid  especially  in  the  South  al- 
though several  chapters  were  rendered  inactive  by  the  Civil 
War.  The  Sigma  chapter  at  Amherst  occupied  both  North 
and  South  Colleges,  Cook's  block,  and  the  old  Morgan 
house  before  it  built  its  present  house  on  Oak  Grove  Hill 
in  1913.  Additions  to  the  house  included  a  well-stocked 
music  room  made  possible  by  a  fund  given  by  E.  S.  Whit- 
ney, and  the  famous  Isaac  Newton  library  brought  to  DKE 
by  the  gift  of  George  Plimpton.  The  long-awaited  recreation 
room,  endowed  through  the  generosity  of  alumni  was  com- 
pleted for  use  this  fall.

As  a  protest  against  the  domination  in  college 
affairs  of  the  small  groups  forming  secret  so- 
cieties, Delta  Upsilon,  the  first  national  non- 
secret  fraternity,  was  organized.  It  consisted 
of  the  amalgamation  of  local  anti-secret  socie- 
ties on  campuses  throughout  the  country.  Re- 
lations with  secret  fraternities  gradually  have  changed  from 
open  war  to  amicable  rix'alry,  and  now,  with  their  aims, 
objects,  methods  of  organization,  and  government  approach- 
ing each  other,  these  societies  are  cooperating  with  one 
another. 

Williams  College  was  the  birthplace  of  Delta  Upsilon  in 
1804;  and  soon  afterwards  chapters  at  Union  and  Hamilton 
were  established;  Amherst  organized  the  fourth  Greek  letter 
association  on  its  campus.  Fifty-seven  chapters  followed  in 
the  ensuing  years,  bringing  the  total  number  of  active  chap- 
ters to  sixty-one. 

In  1916  a  drive  for  funds  resulted  in  its  present  home  on 
Boltwood  Avenue,  and  during  World  War  II  a  further  drive 
by  the  alumni  enabled  the  house  to  burn  its  mortgage  in 
June  1946.

fiLli*iSi''/.  Although  it  did  not  take  its  place  among  the 
Amherst  fraternities  as  Kappa  Theta  until 
1909,  the  organization  of  this  house  ac- 
tually began  in  1905  when  a  group  of  un- 
affiliated men  formed  the  Hitchcock  Club. 
Four  years  later  the  group  formed  a  cor- 
poration as  Kappa  Theta  fraternity  and  expanded  its  mem- 
bership, in  succeeding  years  it  grew  both  larger  and 
stronger;  in  1918  it  established  national  ties  when  it  be- 
came affiliated  with  Delta  Tau  Delta.  In  1933  the  chapter 
built  a  new  house  on  Tyler  Place  which  is  today  one  of  the 
three  buildings  which  dominate  the  hill. 

The  chapter  continued  until  World  War  II  when  all 
fraternities  at  Amherst  were  closed;  the  differences  between 
the  national  organization  and  the  local  chapter  were  very 
great  at  the  end  of  the  war  when  the  houses  opened  again 
on  the  Amherst  campus.  The  chapter  withdrew  from  the 
national  and  opened  in  the  fall  of  1946  as  Kappa  Theta 
fraternity  again.

Phi  Alpha  Psi  Fraternity  was  founded  at  Amherst  on  No- 
vember 23,  1948.  Formerly  the  Massachusetts  Alpha  chap- 
ter of  Phi  Kappa  Psi,  the  present  fraternal  organization  sev- 
ered its  national  affiliations  as  a  result  of  an  inability  to  con- 
form with  the  restrictions  maintained  by  the  national. 

The  Massachusetts  Alpha  chapter  was  originally  estab- 
lished at  Amherst  in  1S95.  Its  first  house  was  purchased  in 
1902  and  was  occupied  until  1919  when  the  membership 
procured  the  home  of  former  President  Seelye  which  they 
remodeled  into  the  fraternity  house  they  now  occupy.

Massachusetts  Beta,  the  Amherst  Chap- 
ter of  the  Phi  Delta  Theta  Fraternity,  is 
now  in  its  sixty-second  year  on  the  Am- 
herst campus.  Founded  in  1888,  it  first 
met  in  the  house  formerly  occupied  by 
Professor  Grosvenor,  and  later  moved  to 
a  residence  which  stood  on  the  corner  next  to  the  present 
site  of  the  Converse  Memorial  Library.  Its  present  quarters 
were  completed  in  1912,  and  occupied  late  in  that  year. 

Massachusetts  Beta  is  one  uf  IH  chapters  of  Phi  Delta 
Theta  spread  throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
making  it  the  largest  national  fraternity  represented  on  the 
campus. 

A  member  of  the  famous  "Miami  Tiiad"  which  inckides 
Sigma  Chi  and  Beta  Theta  Pi,  the  fraternity  was  founded 
in  1848  at  Miami  University,  Oxford,  Ohio.  At  that  time 
Robert  Morrison  and  five  companions  banded  together,  and 
adopted  the  present  Greek  letters.  Expanding  rapidh'  the 
fraternity  included  nineteen  chapters  in  its  memliership  by 
1864.  Temporarily  checked  by  the  Civil  War,  enrollment 
increased  rapidly  in  the  succeeding  years  until  now  it  boasts 
one  of  the  largest  active  chapter  memberships  in  the  country.

Phi  Gnmmn  Delta  came  into  being  at  Jef- 
ferson College,  Canonsbiirg,  Pennsyl- 
vania, in  1848  through  the  efforts  of  a 
group  of  Freemasons  and  law  students 
under  the  leadership  of  j.  T.  McCarthy. 
After  a  rapid  spread  throughout  the 
South,  Phi  Gamma  Delta  now  has  79  active  chapters  dis- 
tributed over  the  United  States  and  Canada.  When  Alpha 
Chi  was  established  at  Amherst  in  187.^,  it  was  the  national's 
sixty-seventh  charge. 

In  190.^  Calvin  Coolidge  '95  helped  the  chapter  obtain  a 
large  plot  of  ground  and  a  colonial  farmhouse  atop  Oak 
Grove  Hill.  The  beautiful  Alpha  Chi  house  as  it  is  today  is 
the  result  of  the  efforts  of  the  members  in  1929  to  enlarge 
and  improve  their  existing  quarters.  As  a  tribute  to  his 
services  to  the  fraternity,  the  college,  and  the  nation,  the 
brothers  dedicated  a  spacious  library  of  colonial  design  to 
the  memory  of  the  late  President  Coolidge.

Growing  out  of  an  association  formed 


among  its  members  for  election  purposes,  this 
society,  until  recently  confined  exclusively  to 
the  eastern  states,  is  now  represented  in  not  only  the  col- 
leges and  universities  of  the  United  States,  but  also  in  Can- 
ada, and  totals  twenty-eight  active  chapters. 

1841  marks  the  year  that  the  Gamma  chapter  was  organ- 
ized at  Amherst,  the  second  national  fraternit}'  to  be  repre- 
sented at  Amherst  College.  Thirty-eight  years  after  its  in- 
ception at  Amherst,  the  president  of  the  college  sold  Psi 
Upsilon  the  property  which  it  now  owns,  and  after  consid- 
erable moving  about  from  place  to  place,  its  present  resi- 
dence, the  oldest  of  the  popular  colonial  houses  in  Amherst, 
was  erected  in  1913. 

Most  of  the  chapters  established  in  later  years  arose  from 
small  local  clubs,  and  the  bond  between  them  is  strong. 
Each  contributes  to  the  "Diamond",  a  quarterly  journal  of 
the  fraternity,  which  was  incorporated  in  192b  and  is  now 
published  under  the  auspices  of  the  executive  council.

Founded  in  1847  at  Union  College,  Theta 
Delta  Chi  was  the  eleventh  secret  fraternity  to 
be  organized  and  was  first  located  at  Amherst 
in  1SS5.  The  fraternity  was  founded  by  six 
members  of  the  class  of  1849.  Andrew  H. 
Green  compiled  the  constitution  and  its  ritual. 
The  fraternity  consists  of  twenty-eight  chapters  and  the 
total  national  membership  is  well  over  thirteen  thousand. 
The  oldest  charges  are  Kappa  at  Tufts  (185b)  and  Xi  at 
Hobart.  Mu  Deuteron  at  Amherst  was  established  in  1885 
and  originally  occupied  club  rooms  over  the  present  Grange 
Store.  In  1889  the  fraternity  purchased  a  house  on  the 
corner  of  Northampton  Road  and  Lincoln  Avenue.  A  new 
building  was  built  on  the  same  location  in  1921  and  is  in 
use  now.  Theta  Delta  Chi  was  the  first  fraternity  to  have 
formed  an  executive  governing  body  in  the  form  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.

Theta  Xi  was  founded  at  Rensselaer  Polytech- 
nic Institute  in  1864,  primarily  as  an  exclusive 
scientific  fraternity.  Since  1926,  however,  its 
membei'ship  has  been  extended  to  embrace  all 
branches  of  learning.  Its  roster  today  consists 
of  forty-one  active  chapters  located  through- 
out the  United  States. 

Forerunner  of  the  Amherst  chapter  was  Sigma  Delta  Rho, 
a  local  fraternity  founded  along  with  kappa  Theta  when 
the  old  Hitchcock  Club  split  in  1909.  Acquiring  the  spacious 
Stone  Tuckerman  House  in  1913,  Sigma  Delta  Rho  pros- 
pered until  the  first  World  War,  when  it  temporarily  dis- 
banded. Reorganized  in  192.i,  it  moved  when  the  cage  was 
built  in  1924,  to  its  present  location.  Nine  years  later,  in 
1933,  it  became  the  Alpha  Mu  Chapter  of  Theta  Xi.  In  1940 
the  house  was  completely  remodeled  into  the  present  build- 
ing. 

Theta  Xi  is  one  of  the  few  fraternities  on  campus  to  pub- 
lish its  own  local  magazine.  The  "Torch"  is  sent  to  alumni 
three  times  a  year  for  the  sole  purpose  of  keeping  the  grad- 
uates posted  on  the  fraternity  activities.

Founded  in  the  fall  of  1935,  the  Lord  Jeffrey  Amherst  Club 
was  originally  a  small  group  of  men  handed  together  to  ob- 
tain advantages  not  otherwise  available  to  independents. 
Since  its  organization  it  has  grown  rapidly  in  numbers  and 
scope,  striving  to  offer  all  the  living  and  social  advantages 
of  the  Greek  letter  fraternities,  and  at  the  same  time  main- 
tain a  completely  democratic  basis  and  open  membership. 
The  first  meeting  of  the  club  was  held  in  a  single  room  in 
Morgan  Library,  but  due  to  expansion  of  membership  it 
was  moved  to  Valentine  Hall  in  I94L  A  new  house  was 
provided  when  the  college  bought  a  home  on  Lincoln  Street 
in  1947.  In  November  of  1948  the  house  was  damaged  by 
fire.  However,  a  new  wing  has  since  been  built  and  the 
house  is  in  full  operation  again.

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STUDENT  COUNCIL 


Pres.  Craig  Pearson 


The  Student  Council  of  1949- 
1950,  under  the  leadership  of 
Craig  Pearson,  attempted  to  op- 
erate on  a  town  meeting  basis. 
This  plan  calls  for  both  an  inter- 
ested student  body  and  a  close 
contact  between  the  Student  As- 
sociation, which  is  the  entire  stu- 
dent body,  and  the  Council,  which 
is  the  elected  representatives  of 
the  Student  Association.  The 
Council  must  act  as  a  liaison  be- 
tween the  administration,  the  trustees  and  the  students. 

Although  the  Constitution  calls  for  at  least  three  Student 
Association  meetings  annually,  the  one  held  in  February  was 
the  first  since  1946.  This  year's  Council  made  great  progress 
in  serving  the  college  as  the  student  government,  a  function 
which  had  become  lax  since  the  beginning  of  the  war. 

Through  special  committees,  the  Council  had  sought  to 
improve  the  scheduling  of  college  events.  Next  year  there 
will  be  such  Council-suggested  innovations  as  longer  exam 
periods  with  a  vacation  after  mid-years,  Christmas  vacation 
will  begin  and  end  at  a  more  convenient  time,  and  college 
will  start  earlier  in  the  fall. 

The  Council  worked  with  the  athletic  department  in  order 
to  set  up  a  uniform  training  code  which  will  be  enforced, 
and  to  suggest  a  revision  in  the  awarding  of  letters.  A  hear- 
ing was  held  to  establish  a  policy  on  informal  sports  and 
although  only  250  students  attended  this  meeting,  the  vote  in 
favor  of  continuing  hockey  and  lacrosse  as  informal  sports 


was  so  nearly  unanimous  that  the  Council  accepted  it  as 
binding.  The  vote  regarding  the  status  of  the  Joiicbstone 
taken  at  the  same  time  however,  was  so  close  that  the  Coun- 
cil decided  to  submit  it  to  the  entire  Student  Association 
again  for  a  more  accurate  opinion.  This  letter  referendum 
disbanded  the  Joiicbstone  but  substituted  Sabiiiia,  a  new 
magazine,  for  it  and  at  the  same  polling  decided  to  continue 
to  distribute  shares  to  publications  supported  by  the  student 
tax. 

The  faculty  was  petitioned  to  permit  freshman  and  soph- 
omore veterans  to  he  allowed  automobile  privileges.  Then 
the  Council  supported  the  Automobile  Association  and  in- 
itiated it  as  a  student  self-government  body. 

A  student  employment  service  was  instituted  by  the  Coun- 
cil; it  held  a  competition  for  the  position  of  director  and 
equipped  an  office. 

The  Council  meets  annually  with  the  trustees  to  discuss 
the  curriculum;  several  new  courses  were  suggested  for  the 
coming  year.  It  also  regulated  extra-curricular  activities  for 
the  students'  benefit.  Those  organizations  that  are  not  sup- 
ported by  the  student  tax  rely  upon  the  Council  as  their 
banker. 

This  year  again,  the  Council  voted  to  support  a  European 
orphan  and  next  year  two  "displaced  persons"  will  live  and 
study  at  Amherst  and  eventually  become  American  citizens. 

But  the  most  important  contribution  of  the  Student  Council 
this  past  year  has  been  its  faithful  striving  to  create  a  more 
active  student  government.  For  their  accomplishments  made 
along  this  line,  succeeding  classes  will  be  much  indebted.

PHI  BETA  KAPPA

Phi  Beta  Kappa  was  founded 
at  William  and  Mary  in  1776.  It 
evolved  from  a  fraternity  with  so- 
cial eligibility  requirements  to  its 
present  status  as  an  honorary  so- 
ciety. 

The  Amherst  Chapter,  founded 
in  1853,  is  Massachusetts  Beta 
and  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  exist- 
ence in  the  country. 

During  the  1949-1950  term 
seven  juniors  and  twenty-six  sen- 
iors were  elected  to  this  honorary  society.  To  he  eligible  for 
membership  a  senior  must  have  a  minimum  college  average 
of  86  and  be  a  candidate  for  a  degree  with  honors.  A  junior 
must  have  a  general  average  of  90.  Those  students  graduat- 
ing magna  cum  laude  or  summa  cum  laude  are  also  eligible. 
Aside  from  its  general  function  of  endeavoring  to  fiuther 
the  scholastic  achievements  of  the  college  in  general,  the 
chapter,  in  conjiuiction  with  other  chapters,  encourages  schol- 
arship and  original  thinking  in  many  fields.  Scholarships  and 
fellowships  are  awarded  to  deserving  students  and  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  is  also  instrumental  in  placing  students  of  high  rank 
in  positions  after  graduation.  Professor  George  Funnell  is 
president  of  the  Massachusetts  Beta  Chapter  and  Mr.  George 
M.  Waller  is  secretary.

Scarah,  the  Amherst  Senior  Honorary  Society,  is  an  organization 
which  seei<s  to  preserve  the  traditions  of  the  college  and  to  foster 
friendly  relations  with  other  colleges.  It  is  self-perpetuating,  the 
outgoing  members  tapping  new  men  from  the  Junior  Class  at  the 
last  chapel  of  the  year.  Membership  in  Scarab  is  limited  to  a 
maximum  of  si.xteen.  .Members  are  selected  partially  on  their  all- 
round  campus  activities,  both  academic  and  extra-curricular,  but 
mostly  for  their  contribution  to  the  college.  The  secret  honorary 
society  was  founded  in  1904,  by  students  of  the  Class  of  '06,  and 
has  functioned  throughout  the  years  with  the  exception  of  four 
years  during  World  War  II. 

A  precedent  of  "tapping"  only  once  a  year  in  June  was  broken 
this  year  when  James  Roush  was  admitted  to  the  society  during 
the  fall  semester.  The  traditional  white  crew  hat  with  a  green 
and  orange  band  was  presented  to  him  by  F^residcnt  Cole  during 
a  chapel  service. 

Scarab,  this  year,  aided  in  the  Freshman  Orientation  Week 
by  having  several  members  assist  in  the  program  conducted  by 
the  College.  The  annual  Rope  Pull,  an  Amherst  tradition  pre- 
served by  the  organization,  was  held  during  the  fall  term.  Sur- 
passing the  Class  of  '52's  precedent-breaking  achievement  of  se- 
curing a  tie,  the  beanie-clad  members  of  the  Class  of  '5.-!  suc- 
ceeded in  beating  the  sophomore  group  for  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  school.  As  it  has  done  in  previous  years  Scarab 
sponsored  the  class  elections  during  the  year.  The  Inter-Class 
Sing  will  be  held,  as  usual,  during  the  spring  term.  Also  sched- 
uled for  the  spring  semester  was  the  Hat-Hop,  an  all-college 
dance  sponsored  jointly  with  Sphinx,  and  a  dinner  with  Gar- 
goyle, the  Senior  honorary  of  Williams. 

The  officers  of  Scarab  were  Ward  Burns,  president,  and  Lloyd 
G.  Schermer,  secretary-treasurer. 
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SPHINX 


Sphinx  is  an  organization  whose  members  arc  selcclci.1  on  the 
basis  of  outstanding  leadership  in  academic,  athletic  and  extra- 
curricular activities.  The  membership  of  this  service  group  is 
hmited  to  approximately  one-tenth  of  the  junior  class.  This  year, 
Stearns  Hall  was  the  recipient  of  the  Sphinx  Bonfire  Trophy,  a 
new  award  furthering  an  old  Amherst  tradition.  A  less  permanent 
prize,  a  half  keg  of  beer,  was  presented  to  Phi  Delta  Theta  for 
their  entry  in  the  Etfigy  Contest  Wesleyan  Weekend. 

During  the  early  fall  six  members  of  Sphinx  acted  as  ushers  at 
the  President's  reception  for  freshmen  and  made  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  freshman  dances  with  Mount  Holyoke  and  Smith. 
Sports  Night  was  sponsored  by  Sphinx  in  December.  After  the 
annual  athletic  banquet,  letters  and  numerals  were  presented  to 
members  of  the  fall  teams  during  a  College  Hall  entertainment 
program  which  featured  Walter  R.  Graham,  editor  of  the  Spring- 
Held  Republican,  as  guest  speaker. 

Tlie  Sphinx  Spoon  is  presented  at  the  Senior  Chapel  each  year 
to  the  individual  who  has  made  the  most  outstanding  contribution 
to  athletics  at  Amherst  during  his  four  years. 

In  an  effort  to  acquaint  students  with  problems  of  college  and 
to  give  them  a  better  understanding  of  institutions  at  Amherst 
and  how  they  are  related  to  institutions  at  other  campuses,  a 
Sphinx  committee  organized  symposiums  on  fraternities,  admis- 
sion problems,  scholarships  and  student  organizations.  The  hrst 
fraternity  symposium  discussed  "The  Role'  of  Fraternities  in  a 
Liberal  Arts  College".  The  issue  was  what  fraternities  should  be, 
not  whether  they  should  exist  or  not.  The  discussion  was  carried 
on  by  William  R.  Bayes,  former  chairman  of  the  National  Inter- 
fraternity  Conference,  Carroll  B.  Low  '17,  a  Trustee  and  Presi- 
dent Charles  W.  Cole.

CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATION

The  Christian  Association  func- 
tions as  a  federated  system  of  six 
committees  which  carry  on  their 
work  individually.  However,  these 
separate  groups  are  independent 
only  in  their  operation;  they  are 
united  by  the  ultimate  aim  of  the 
C.A.,  the  promotion  at  Amherst 
of  a  whole-hearted  concern  for 
the  welfare  of  others. 

There  are  at  present  one  hun- 
dred or  more  students  who  have 
worked  with  the  C.A.  at  some  time  during  their  college  ca- 
reers. The  cooperation  of  the  campus  with  C.A.  activities 
reflects  a  most  desirable  attitude  towards  furthering  the  As- 
sociation's goals. 

The  twentieth  annual  Amherst  College  Embassy,  spon- 
sored by  the  C.A.,  was  held  late  in  February.  This  year's 
topic  was  "Things  That  Matter",  and  the  keynote  speaker 
was  the  Reverend  Burton  A.  McLean,  associate  chaplain  at 
Yale  University  and  well-known  Embassy  leader  here  in  the 
past.  The  Embassy  is  led  by  ten  visiting  religious  leaders  who 
come  to  Amherst  once  a  year  to  discuss  illuminating  beliefs 
with  interested  students.  There  are  meetings  in  each  house 
and  dormitory.  This  year  approximately  250  students  par- 
ticipated in  the  discussions  and  many  more  heard  Dr.  Mc- 
Lean speak  in  chapel. 

A  new  job  taken  on  by  the  C.A.  last  September  was  its 


work  at  the  Veterans'  Hospital  in  Northampton,  where  a 
carefully  selected  group  provided  recreational  companion- 
ship for  the  mentally  ill. 

Another  new  function  of  the  C.A.  was  its  organizing  of 
get-togethers  at  faculty  homes  during  freshman  orientation 
week.  These  teas  were  small  groups  at  which  upper-classmen 
assisted  in  introducing  the  incoming  class  to  the  faculty. 

The  C.A.  distributed  a  pamphlet,  "Invest  Your  Summer", 
in  connection  with  their  summer  job  forum.  This  annual 
forum  is  directed  towards  helping  students  select  interesting 
and  profitable  work  during  their  vacations. 

Campus-wide  approval  was  secured  by  the  C.A.  in  its 
plans  to  raise  $1500  to  bring  two  D.P.  students  to  Amherst 
next  year. 

The  Blood  Bank  this  year  under  C.A.  auspices  collected 
103  pints  of  the  vital  fluid.  The  C.A.,  at  the  request  of  the 
Student  Council,  organized  the  March  of  Dimes  campaign 
on  the  campus. 

The  religious  activities  of  the  C.A.  included  such  impor- 
tant functions  as  weekly  Vesper  Services  in  the  Little  Chapel, 
weekly  discussions,  deputations  to  surrounding  churches,  and 
retreats  for  personal  meditation.  Another  basic  need  was 
realized  when  students  organized  three  weekly  prayer  groups. 

The  C.A.  helps  outside  the  campus  with  work  trips  to 
Rabbit  Hollow,  .a  Springfield  community  center,  a  Holyoke 
church,  and  the  Amherst  Boys'  Club.

The  Amherst  Outing  Ckib  in 
1949  continued  most  of  its  tradi- 
tional functions  while  expanding 
many  of  its  activities  and  ventur- 
ing into  new  ones.  The  ckib  again 
provided  opportunities  for  all 
those  interested  in  the  outdoors 
besides  planning  many  social 
events. 

The  Intercollegiate  Outing  Club 
Association's  get-together  at  Hart 
Lake  in  the  Adirondacks  was  run 
by  Amherst's  Ernie  Anderson.  This  LO.C.A.  College  Week 
proved  very  successful,  attracting  men  from  colleges  all  over 
the  East. 

Once  more  the  fall  semester  began  with  the  Freshman - 
Faculty  picnic  at  Mt.  Toby.  Over  350  people  participated  in 
the  ball  games,  hiking,  rock  climbing  and  woodchopping  be- 
fore eating  barbequed  beef  in  the  evening.  After  the  meal 
President  Cole  talked  to  the  gathering  and  some  members  of 
the  Glee  Club  introduced  the  college  songs  to  the  class  of 
'53.  The  rest  of  the  fall  was  marked  by  frequent  weekend 
trips  to  Mt.  Monadnock  and  other  nearby  places  as  well  as 
several  expeditions  with  Smith  and  Mt.  Holyoke. 

There  were  approximately  700  people  present  at  the  ac- 
quaintance square  dance  which  the  A.O.C.  held  in  October; 
attendance  records  from  the  two  succeeding  dances  show 
that  enthusiasm  did  not  wane. 


The  club's  winter  program  this  year  was  greatly  expanded. 
The  Winter  Sports  Council  helped  the  Ski  Club  develop 
Tinker  Hill  and  the  Outing  Club  on  several  fall  weekends 
sent  groups  to  work  on  the  slope  and  the  new  ski  jump. 
When  there  was  enough  snow  for  skiing,  a  bus  was  run  from 
the  college  to  Tinker  Hill.  The  Winter  Sports  Council  also 
sponsored  the  ski  patrol  and  trained  fifteen  men  to  make  up 
this  group.  The  club  co-sponsored  a  Little  Three  ski  meet  at 
Tinker  Hill  in  March.  This  was  the  first  such  meet  since  the 
war. 

One  of  the  year's  primary  accomplishments  was  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Connecticut  Valley  Conference.  This  was 
done  to  tie  together  the  outing  clubs  in  this  area  and  bring 
them  into  closer  contact  with  each  other.  At  present  the 
membership  is  made  up  of  ten  nearby  colleges.  The  Amherst 
club  is  also  a  member  of  the  New  England  Trail  Conference 
and  this  year  is  responsible  for  the  trail  around  the -Holyoke 
Range. 

Many  plans  were  made  for  the  spring,  including  several 
new  activities  along  with  traditional  events  like  the  hitercol- 
legiate  Trout  Derby  which  was  held  at  Williams.  There  were 
preparations  for  an  active  bicycle  group  to  be  established 
soon.  These  and  other  events  will  complete  a  year  which  has 
followed  the  post-war  trend  of  expansion  and  improvement 
in  the  Outing  Club.

The  Masquers  1948-49  season  concluded  with  Oscar 
Wilde's  "The  Importance  of  Being  Earnest".  This  well- 
known  play  found  appreciative  audiences  both  during  its 
regular  run  and  at  the  special  Commencement  performance. 
Under  the  direction  of  Professor  F.  Curtis  Canfield  the  ac- 
tors brought  out  the  many  quirks  and  shades  of  meaning  in 
the  clever  dialogue  and  made  the  characters  human.  James 
Douglas  played  the  leading  part,  an  English  playboy,  while 
Kirby  veterans  Donald  Roberts,  John  Maxson,  and  George 
Bliss  filled  the  major  supporting  roles.  The  artistic  settings 
and  striking  costumes  of  England  in  the  mid-nineties  added 
much  to  the  atmosphere. 

The  American  premiere  of  Peter  Yates'  "The  'Wind  Was 
North"  was  the  first  production  of  the  1949-50  season.  Pro- 
fessor Canfield  continued  the  Kirby  tradition  of  bringing  to 
Amherst  modern,  experimental  plays  as  well  as  traditional 
ones.  The  plaj-,  a  semi-classical,  semi-realistic  tragic  study 
representing  an  attempt  to  revive  the  poetic  drama,  had  as 
its  subject  Lincoln's  assassin,  John  Wilkes  Booth. 

Raymond  Macdonnell  portrayed  the  passionate  and  insane 
Booth  who,  as  a  southern  actor,  failed  to  divorce  the  stage

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and  reality  within  liis  own  mind  and  came  to  play  his  great- 
est role  as  the  killer  ot  the  President. 

Charles  Rogers,  who  designed  the  scenery,  and  Ralph  Mc- 
Goun,  Technical  Director  of  Kirby  Theatre,  did  their  usual 
fine  job.  They  employed  classic  columns  to  flank  eight  real- 
istic scenes. 

Peter  Yates,  British  author  and  poet,  journeyed  from  Eng- 
land to  see  the  production  and  while  here  in  Amherst  deliv- 
ered a  lecture  in  Johnson  Chapel  on  the  use  of  poetic  verse 
in  drama  and,  in  particular,  its  place  in  "The  Wind  Was 
North". 

Three  student-produced  one  act  plays  were  presented  on 
the  Kirby  stage  in  January  under  Masquer  sponsorship  in  an 
effort  to  give  undergraduates  experience  in  direction  and 
technical  production  without  faculty  supervision  —  "Keep 
The  Change"  by  Hal  Owen  '50,  "O  Distant  Land"  and 
"The  Case  of  the  Crushed  Petunias". 

The  Masquers  chose  for  their  Spring  production  "The 
Front  Page"  by  Ben  Hecht  and  Charles  MacArthiu-.  Denis 
Johnston,  noted  Irish  playwright  and  director,  assumed  the 
post  of  Visiting  Director  of  Kirby  Theatre  for  the  second 
semester  to  replace  Professor  Canfield  while  the  latter  was  on 
sabbatical.  Mr.  Johnston  did  an  excellent  job  of  directing  the 
top-flight  comedy  wJiich  deals  with  the  antics  of  newspaper 
reporters  in  the  Criminal  Courts  Building  in  Chicago  during 
the  1920s.  The  fast  moving  action  and  dialogue  gave  free 
rein  to  the  talents  of  Peter  Soderbergh  and  Walter  Monteith 
in  the  leading  roles. 

The  officers  for  the  year  were  Reed  Stewart,  President; 
Peter  Soderbergh,  Vice-President;  and  Thomas  Lundell,  Sec- 
retary.

In  addition  to  maintaininy  a  regular  concert  schedule  this  year, 
the  glee  club  also  presented  Beethoven's  Ninth  (Choral)  Sym- 
phony with  the  N4t.  Holyoke  College  Choir  and  the  SpringHeld 
Symphony  Orchestra.  Alexander  Leslie,  the  director  of  the  or- 
chestra, conducted  what  is  considered  the  most  difficult  music  in 
all  choral  literature;  the  featured  soloists  were  professional  sing-

Norman  Scott.  The  program  was  presented  twice,  the  first  time 
to  a  capacity  audience  in  College  Hall  on  Saturday,  March  16 
and  the  following  night  in  Chapin  Hall  at  South  Hadley.  The 
Spnuiijield  Rt'ptibUcan  said  of  the  performance:  "One  listened 
with  amazement  to  the  young,  fresh  voices  .  .  .  without  a  sense 
of  strain  and  with  a  constant  beauty  of  tone." 

The  regular  concert  season  opened  in  December  with  a  joint 
Christmas  program  with  Smith;  a  portion  of  this  performance 
was  broadcast  the  following  day  over  the  New  England  Regional 
Network;  in  February  the  club  gave  two  concerts  for  the  benefit 
of  local  charities,  the  first  at  Easthampton  and  the  second  at 
Palmer. 

Early  in  March  the  glee  club  was  featured  again  on  the  Sun- 
day afternoon  program  "Songs  From  New  England  Colleges" 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Monsanto  Chemical  Company  of 
Boston. 

The  popular  annual  home  concert  took  place  on  April  16  in 
College  Hall  before  a  packed  house;  the  following  weekend  the 
singers  gave  two  concerts  in  the  New  York  area  for  the  alumni 
instead  of  the  usual  single  concert  in  Manhattan.  On  Friday, 
April  22  they  appeared  in  Westchester  and  the  following  night 
in  Maplewood,  New  Jersey. 

Tlie  group  also  resumed  its  practice  of  sponsoring  a  dance; 
before  the  Christmas  vacation  the  glee  club  presented  a  semi- 
formal  Christmas  Prom.  TTie  Decorations  were  based  on  the 
theme  of  "Winter  Wonderland"  and  the  band  was  Billy  Note 
who  played  for  an  enthusiastic  crowd.

TTie  Amherst  College  Band  durin<i  its  fourth  year  turned  in 
successful  football  and  concert  performances.  Playing  at  the  ma- 
jority of  the  home  games,  the  band  also  made  trips  with  the 
team  to  Williams  and  Tufts.  This  was  the  first  season  in  which 
the  organization  traveled  to  games  other  than  Little  TTiree  con- 
tests. During  the  fall  sports  season  the  Pep  Band,  composed  of  a 
few  picked  men,  played  at  Friday  evening  pep  rallies,-  later  in  the 
year  they  were  also  heard  at  some  of  the  basketball  games.

The  Amherst  Sfiuitiil  in  1949  continued  as  the  most  in- 
fluential campus  publication.  Its  competent  factual  reporting 
provided  a  chronicle  of  events  on  the  Amherst  campus,  while 
its  editorials  shaped  and  reflected  student  opinion  on  a  va- 
riety of  subjects.  The  editors  have  put  out  a  paper  for  the 
students  which  also  gives  a  well-rounded  picture  of  Amherst 
life  to  parents  and  alumni.

The  first  issue  of  the  Fall  semester  again  appeared  during 
Freshman  Orientation  Week,  before  the  arrival  of  the  rest 
of  the  college.  This  special  edition  was  designed  to  acquaint 
the  incoming  frosh  with  their  new  environment  as  well  as 
various  traditions  and  customs  of  the  campus. 

The  high  standard  of  Student  reporting  was  maintained 
throughout  the  Fall  term.  The  polls  of  various  faculty  mem- 
bers on  the  New  Curriculum  and  the  role  of  fraternities  in 
college  intellectual  life  made  interesting  and  constructive 
reading  outside  the  realm  of  ordinary  news  reporting.  The 
Student  also  served  the  college  community  in  conjunction 
with  the  Athletic  Department  by  sponsoring  movies  of  the 
Amherst  football  games. 

Craig  Pearson's  column,  "Buffalo  Chips",  continued  to 
picture  some  of  the  more  amusing  phases  of  Amherst  life  by 
coverage  of  such  "important"  organizations  as  the  "Decius 
Chapter"  and  the  "Amust  Decency  League".  The  "Press 
Box"  commented  on  different  aspects  of  the  Amherst  athletic 
program.  John  Esquirol  and  his  sports  staff  also  went  out  on 
a  limb  in  printing  an  All-Little  Three  football  team. 

The  first  issue  of  the  Student  Revteiv  was  thirty-six  pages 
long,  and  appeared  in  November.  It  offered  informative  ar- 
ticles, both  humorous  and  serious,  intended  to  "relate  the 
limited  context  of  Amherst  College  to  the  outside  world". 
The  specifically-appointed  editorial  staff  made  it  clear  that 
they  would  welcome  contributions  from  any  member  of  the 
student  body. 

Following  previous  precedent  the  St\ident  published  two 
extras.  A  special  issue  came  out  on  the  Saturday  after  the 
Spring  Prom,  complete  with  a  picture  of  the  Prom  Queen; 
during  Akmini  Weekend  in  the  fall  a  special  edition  was  dis- 
tributed a  few  hours  after  the  Wesleyan  football  game.  This 
contained  write-ups  of  the  day's  contests  and  a  schedule  of 
the  weekend's  activities. 

While  the  main  body  of  the  paper  was  composed  of  news 
about  the  college,  undergraduates,  and  alumni,  the  Student 
editorial  writers  looked  for  trends  and  causes  behind  the 
news  and  tried  to  evaluate  their  effect  on  Amherst.  In  doing 
this  they  came  up  with  several  controversial  subjects  on 
which  they  took  a  firm  stand,  although  their  opinions  did 
not  always  parallel  those  of  the  majority  of  the  student  body. 
In  the  second  issue  the  paper  came  out  in  support  of  the  ad- 
ministrations changes  in  automobile  regulations.  More  than 
once  in  succeeding  numbers  the  editors  pointed  out  the 
dangers  connected  with  car  ownership,  and  they  were  quick 
to  back  the  proposal  of  a  student  automobile  association. 
During  the  football  season  they  condemned  the  lack  of  spirit 
at  the  pre-game  rallies  and  called  for  better  organization  at 
the  bonfires.  The  flaws  in  the  present  compulsory  chapel 
system  also  fell  victim  to  Student  editorials. 

The  first  semester  was  culminated  by  a  series  of  editorials 
entitled   "The  College".  These  discussed  the  college,   both

faculty  and  undergraduates,  from  the  moral,  spiritual,  and 
intellectual  standpoints,  pointing  the  way  to  possible  im- 
provement on  several  fronts.  The  final  article  dealt  with  the 
place  of  Amherst  and  the  liberal  arts  college  in  the  modern 
world.

This  issuf  of  the  Olio  ninrks 
the  iiinctN-sixth  \ear  since  its  np- 
pearance  as  the  year  book  of  Am- 
herst College.  First  begun  in 
1 855,  it  was  published  annunll\ 
by  the  junior  class  until  1 957 
when  it  became  the  senior  class 
year  book.  The  Olio  is  more  than 
just  a  book  for  the  seniors,  for  it 
includes  an  informal  record  of 
the  student  body,  the  fraternities 
and  college  activities,  and  repre- 
sents a  valuable  pictorial  as  well  as  written  record  of  the  en- 
tire college  year. 

Chairman  of  this  year's  editorial  board  was  John  Melin, 
while  the  Managing  Editor  was  George  Beitzel.  The  Literary 
Editor  was  Henry  Eisner  and  the  Photography  Editor  was 
Robert  Tooker. 

The  Business  Board  this  year  consisted  of  Conrad  Hirzel 
as  Business  .Manager,  Keith  MacNamara  as  Treasurer,  Clark 
King  as  Advertising  Manager,  and  Edward  Coppola  as  Cir- 
culation Manager. 

The  prime  objective  of  this  board  in  producing  the  1950 
Olio  was  to  overcome  the  troubles  of  excessive  printing  costs 
and  to  reestablish  the  high  prewar  quality  of  the  Olio  in 
order  to  present  the  whole  student  body,  as  well  as  the  grad- 


uating senior,  with  as  complete  a  record  of  the  school  year 
as  is  possible. 

The  motif  for  the  1950  Olio  was  first  considered  in  1947. 
It  took  three  years  of  molding  by  three  different  OI;o  boards 
before  the  "Singing  College"  theme  was  evolved  as  it  appears 
in  this  book.  The  Vleniorabilia  Room  supplied  the  editors 
with  a  valuable  collection  of  manuscripts,  song  books,  let- 
ters, and  references,  which,  through  the  aid  of  Miss  Rena 
Durkan,  were  put  to  use  in  the  book.  A  lively  correspondence 
with  Mr.  Hamilton  himself  provided  us  with  the  remainder 
of  the  information.

Striving  to  establish  itself  as  a  prospering  humor  magazine 
on  the  Amherst  Campus  Jouchstone  this  year  imderwent  a 
series  of  explosive  arguments  and  referendums  which  were 
to  decide  its  fate.  The  magazine,  which  has  been  the  subject 
of  much  controversy  as  to  its  benefit  to  campus  life,  was 
given  another  chance,  and  hopes  that  with  a  change  of  name 
and  a  renovation  of  policy  that  it  will  achieve  its  much 
sought-for  goal.  Becoming  the  Sabima,  the  magazine  plans 
to  continue  its  policies  of  offering  prizes  to  stories  submitted 
by  the  student  body.  There  has  also  been  an  emphasis  on 
the  representation  of  campus  life  in  pictorial  reviews,  as  well 


as   an    etfort   to   inject   more   and 
better  himior  into  its  pages. 

The  magazine  was  founded  in 
1935  with  the  belief  that  a  senior 
class  year  book  and  a  newspaper 
did  not  afford  sufficient  outlet  for 
college  literature  and  opinion. 
Since  then  the  successive  boards 
have  experimented  with  various 
plans,  varying  back  and  forth 
from  serious  literature  to  humor, 
and  this  year  it  sought  to  achieve 
a  balance. 

Of  value  to  the  incoming  fresh- 
man classes  was  the  "Autumn  Almanac  Issue",  which  was 
devoted  to  explaining  Amherst,  its  traditions,  the  town  itself, 
and  its  neighbors. 

This  year's  issues  continued  the  pictorial  review  of  life  at 
Amherst,  along  with  trips  in  pictures  to  different  parts  of 
New  England  and  Europe.  Each  issue  also  presented  the 
prize-winning  short  story  submitted  by  one  of  the  students.

PUBLIC  RELATIONS 


The  Amherst  College  Photographer's  Association  is  one  of  the 
most  recent  extra-curricular  activities  to  be  introduced  to  Am- 
herst College.  The  organization  was  formed  in  1946  as  a  non- 
profit organization  with  the  intention  of  giving  those  interested 
in  photographic  art  a  chance  to  engage  in  amateur  practice  and 
gain  valuable  experience.  The  organization  resulted  because  of 
the  need  for  good  snapshots  by  the  campus  publications  which 
were  attempting  recovery  after  the  war.  Accordingly,  they  pooled 
their  finances  and  agreed  to  furnish  the  A.P.A.  with  a  dark  room 
and  materials  in  return  for  its  output.  Soon  excellent  facilities 
were  available,  and  the  A.P.A.  became  an  organization  of  in- 
creasing value  to  the  college  community. 

At  present  the  A.P.A.  is  doing  most  of  the  photography  for  the 
Student,  the  Jouchstone,  and  the  Olio,  besides  taking  pictures  of 
college  life  for  periodicals  and  circulars  pertaining  to  Amherst. 
TTie  photographers  include:  Harry  .Vlanville,  Joe  Stecker,  Mar- 
dick  Baliozian,  John  Kaufman,  David  W'ertzel,  Herbert  Pratt, 
and  Stanlev  Coates. 


The  Office  of  Public  Relations  was  established  at  Amherst  in 
\':H7.  It  is  concerned  primarily  with  representing  the  College  to 
outside  groups,  agencies,  and  individuals.  This  function  is  per- 
formed through  several  departments  within  the  Office;  the  News 
Bureau,  the  preparation  of  official  college  publications  and  the 
weekly  bulletin  of  events,  and  editing  of  the  alumni  magazine. 

The  News  Bureau  is  divided  into  the  general  news,  sports 
news,  and  hometown  news  departments.  Both  general  and  sports 
news  are  sent  to  western  .Massachusetts  and  metropolitan  news- 
papers daily. 

Publications  issued  by  the  Office  of  Public  Relations  include 
the  Student  Handbook,  the  Student  Directory,  Announcement  of 
Courses,  the  Annual  Catalog,  "This  is  Amherst"  (prospective 
student  booklet),  seasonal  press  books  on  varsity  sports,  the  Col- 
lege Calendar,  and  such  other  items  as  might  be  needed  for  spe- 
cific uses.

On  February  25th  WAMF  achieved  a  coverage  which  per- 
mitted not  only  residents  of  dormitories  and  fraternities  but 
many  townspeople  as  well  to  hear  "The  Voice  of  Music  and 
Education". 

Play-by-play  accounts  of  a  number  of  athletic  contests  held 
away  from  Amherst  were  broadcast  throughout  the  year.  Regular 
features  included  a  Saturday  night  of  recorded  music,  a  weekly 
news  preview  based  on  advance  copy  furnished  by  Newsweek 
magazine,  daily  newscasts  compiled  from  wires  of  International 
News  Service,  half-hour  dramatic  shows,  foreign  language  skits, 
and  tile  addresses  of  visiting  lecturers. 


Perhaps  the  most  important  innovation  in  the  station's  activi- 
ties this  year  was  its  instrumentality  in  the  establishment  of  a 
college  radio  network  known  as  the  Pioneer  Broadcasting  Sys- 
tem, which  includes  the  stations  of  Amherst,  Smith,  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  .Massachusetts.  The  PBS  potential  listening  audience 
numbers  more  than  12,500  residents  in  the  college  areas.

DEBATING  COUNCIL 


The  Debating  Council  this  year  has  seen  a  tangible  increase 
in  quality  as  well  as  interest  in  debating.  The  debaters  numbered 
about  forty  and  the  schedule  totaled  about  sixty  debates.  The 
first  semester  saw  a  record  of  fourteen  wins  against  ten  losses 
with  four  practice  sessions  against  Mount  Holyoke  and  Smith  in 
which  there  were  no  decisions. 

Basically,  two  topics  were  debated,  the  first  being:  "Resolved: 
That  the  United  States  nationalize  the  basic  non-agricultural  in- 
dustries" and  the  second:  "Resolved:  That  the  members  of  the 
Communist  Party  be  barred  from  teaching  in  colleges  and  uni- 
versities in  the  United  States." 


Among  the  colleges  and  universities  debated  this  year  were:: 
Brown,  "(ale,  Dartmouth,  Williams,  Trinity,  Bowdoin,  Wesleyan,. 
Smith,  .Mount  Holyoke,  and  the  University  of  Vermont. 

The  high  point  of  the  debating  season  was  reached  when  the- 
team  of  Hacker,  Cornish,  MacNamara  and  Parsons  won  the 
Little  Three  tournament,  winning  three  out  of  four  decisions.

The  activities  of  the  Pre-law  Club  are  limited  to  those  which 
will  be  of  most  value  to  its  members  in  their  pursuance  of  law 
careers.  Securing  information  concerning  the  various  law  schools 
and  passing  it  on  to  the  members  is  a  prime  function  of  the 
Pre-law  Club. 

Experts  from  outside  the  academic  field,  such  as  practicing 
lawyers  and  representatives  of  the  Bar  Association,  as  well  as 
professors  of  law  at  the  various  graduate  schools,  were  extended 
invitations  to  speak  to  the  interested  students.

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FOOTBALL 


Early  in  September  when  Coach  Lloyd  Jordan  assembled  the 
1949  edition  of  the  Amherst  varsity,  prospects  for  the  coming 
campaign  were  not  too  promising.  Hamstrung  by  graduation  and 
plagued  from  the  start  by  the  old  jinx  of  injuries,  the  Lord  Jeffs 
were  to  face  one  of  the  toughest  schedules  in  many  years.  The 
T-equipped  Sabrina  eleven  bounded  back  from  an  opening 
game  setback  by  Ivy-leagued  Columbia  to  win  four  in  a  row, 
then  ran  into  three  successive  losses  to  Tufts,  Trinity,  and 
Williams.  But  with  the  hnal  whistle  of  the  Williams  game,  a 
new  chapter  was  added  to  the  history  of  Amherst  football;  capi- 
talizing on  the  starless  bulk  of  material  on  hand,  Jordan  was 
able  to  bring  the  two  platoon  system  to  the  Amherst  campus. 

Four  returning  lettermen  gave  Amherst  one  of  the  strongest 
end  departments  in  years.  Moose  McGrath  and  Andy  Scholtz 
played  on  the  offense  while  Jay  Gavin  and  John  Neimeyer 
handled  the  defensive  chores. 

The  center  of  the  line  was  hard  hit  by  injuries  and  sickness. 
Bob  Stitt,  Ad  Meier  and  Al  Steuber  ended  the  season  on  the 
bench  hampered  by  leg  injuries,  while  Bill  Parsons  was  bed- 
ridden. The  bulk  of  the  line  work  was  thrown  on  Captain  Bv 
Barnes,  Poppy  Head,  Jim  Lyon,  and  .Mark  .Munsill  at  the 
guards;  Jay  Geraghty,  Bob  Fritz,  and  .Mike  Kead\'  at  the 
tackles.

Amherst  opened  its  seventieth  football  season  against  Lou 
Little's  sophomore-laden  eleven  at  Baker  Field.  The  outcome 
of  this  Ivy  League  renewal  was  not  unexpected,  but  the  Jeffs 
gave  notice  to  coming  opponents  that  they  were  not  to  be  lightly 
considered.  Wasting  little  time,  Columbia  took  the  opening 
kickoff  and  marched  65  yards  to  score.  The  Jeffs  quickly  coun- 
tered with  their  only  score,  a  touchdown  pass  from  Barry  to 
Minn.  The  Lions  collected  two  more  before  the  end  of  the  half 
and  a  fourth  in  the  third  quarter.  Amherst  threatened  more  than 
once  but  never  reached  paydirt  after  the  first  quarter. 


AMHERST  27  —  COAST  GUARD  13 

The  Jeffs  broke  into  the  win  column  at  New  London  by  beat- 
ing a  fighting  Coast  Guard  Academy  team.  All  the  scoring  took 
place  in  the  first  half  as  Amherst  tallied  three  times  before  the 
Cadets  registered  their  first  six  points.  Another  touchdown  for 
each  team  made  the  count  27-13  at  the  half.  The  second  frame 
saw  three  Cadet  drives  stopped  inside  the  Sabrina  ten-yard  line. 
Standout  for  the  Jeffs  was  Jim  Roush  with  178  yards  gained  on 
the  ground. 
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AMHERST  14  —  BOWDOIN  7 

After  snapping  a  long  and  impressive  Wesleyan  winning 
streak  the  week  before,  Bowdoin  entered  Pratt  Field  as  the 
favorite,  only  to  bow  to  the  underdog  Sabrina  eleven.  Coach 
Jordan's  defensive  platoon  had  a  rugged  time  in  the  first  half, 
successfully  thwarting  Bowdoin  drives  on  the  fifteen  and  on  the 
three-yard  lines.  The  initial  tally  of  the  game  came  late  in  the 
first  period  when  the  Polar  Bears  blocked  an  Amherst  kick  and 
fell  on  it  in  the  end  zone.  Bowdoin  led  7-0  at  the  end  of  the 
half.  Minn  took  the  second  half  kickoff  and  started  an  Amherst 
drive  which  culminated  with  Roush  plunging  over  for  six  points. 
Jordan's  conversion  tied  the  score.  The  remainder  of  the  game 
was  a  see-saw  battle,  but  the  JefTs  finally  got  the  ball  on  the 
visitors'  25  and  four  plays  later  crossed  the  Bowdoin  goal  line 
with  the  winning  touchdown. 


AMHERST  20  — COLBY  6 

Amherst  registered  its  third  successive  victory  against  a  sur- 
prisingly strong  Colby  eleven  at  Waterville.  Danny  Galbreath 
and  Jake  Jordan  accounted  for  two  touchdowns  to  put  the 
JefTs  ahead  13-0  at  half  time.  The  Mules  followed  with  a  tally 
early  in  the  second  half  but  the  Lord  Jeffs  were  able  to  hold 
them  from  then  on.  Ned  Barry  applied  the  coup  de  grace  in  the 
last  period  when  he  took  a  Colby  punt  on  his  own  26  and 
scampered  74  yards  for  the  final  score. 


AMHERST  14  —  WESLEYAN  7 

A  once-defeated  but  still  strong  Wesleyan  team  in\'aded  Pratt 
Field  with  visions  of  retaining  their  long-held  Little  Three  crown. 
Before  a  capacity  Alumni  Week-end  crowd  Amherst's  grid  forces 
enjoyed  sweet  revenge  with  a  14-7  victory.  Jake  Jordan  set  up 
the  initial  touchdown  in  the  first  quarter  with  a  pass  from  the 
24-yard  line  to  Roush  on  the  14.  Three  line  plays  brought  the 
ball  to  the  two  and  Jordan  bucked  over  for  si.x  points.  The  rest 
of  the  first  half  saw  the  ball  change  hands  seven  times  with  no 
score  on  either  side.  TTie  Cardinals  recovered  an  Amherst 
fumble  on  the  first  play  after  the  second  half  kickoff  and  tallied 
in  four  plays.  A  68-yard  Sabrina  drive  ended  in  an  intercepted 
pass  on  the  visitors'  one-yard  line  but  the  Jeffs  took  Sherer's  end 
zone  punt  and  drove  30  yards  for  the  final  touchdown.  The 
defensive  platoon  held  the  invaders  throughout  the  last  period.

A  highly  favored  Trinity  team  had  to  tight  through  three 
scoreless  periods  before  defeating  the  Amherst  gridders  in  an 
action-packed  final  quarter.  For  45  minutes  the  Sabrina  de- 
fensive platoon  held  the  famed  Trinity  machine  in  check  while 
the  offensive  squad  came  close  to  drawing  first  blood  in  the 
second  quarter.  The  last  frame,  however,  saw  the  Hilltopper 
backs  strike  three  times  for  as  many  touchdowns  while  the 
Jeffs  tallied  once. 


WILLIAMS  19  — AMHERST  13 

Tlie  Jeff  squad  journeyed  to  Williamstown  only  to  lose  the 
Little  Three  Championship  by  the  margin  of  a  single  touch- 
down. Tlie  Ephmen  took  charge  early  in  the  first  quarter  and 
scored  in  seven  minutes.  The  Jeffs'  first  big  drive  soon  after  the 
second  kickoff  ended  when  the  ball  popped  out  of  Roush's  hands 
in  a  drive  off-tackle.  Williams'  DeLisser  caught  it  in  the  air 
and  went  47  yards  for  a  touchdown.  This  put  the  visitors  behind, 
I  3-0,  at  the  end  of  the  half. 

A  revitalized  Amherst  team  took  the  field  for  the  second  half 
and  began  to  move.  Bobby  Minn  demonstrated  some  fancy 
stepping  in  racing  the  kickoff  back.  A  70-yard  march,  high- 
lighted by  a  long  Roush-to-Scholtz  pass,  ended  with  Chet  Nai- 
man  crossing  the  Williams'  goal  line  from  the  five.  Jordan's 
extra  point  try  missed.  Both  teams  handled  the  ball  after  the 
kickoff  before  Amherst  began  to  move  again,  this  time  from 
the  Williams  40.  TTnis  drive  was  stopped  short  when  Kulsar 
intercepted  a  Sabrina  pass  and  ran  it  back  56  yards.  Two  plays 
later  DeLisser  connected  with  Kulsar  in  the  end  zone.  The  Jeffs' 
final  tally  came  on  a  pass  from  Roush  to  .McCrath  within  three 
minutes  of  the  final  whistle.

Coach  AI  Luniley's  cross  country  team  won  two  of  the  live 
meets  on  the  schedule,  losing  to  both  Williams  and  Wesleyan 
in  the  Little  Three  Meet.  The  season  was  marked,  however,  by 
the  individual  brilliance  of  co-captains  Kim  Valentine  and  Don 
Bozarth. 

A  meet  at  Union  College  against  Union  and  the  University 
of  Vermont  opened  the  season.  Bozarth  was  second,  si.\  seconds 
behind  Bill  Laskin  of  Union  who  broke  the  college  record,  but 
the  Amherst  team  finished  third  with  66  points.  Vermont  won 
with  22  and  Union  followed  with  43. 

The  Jeff  Harriers  fared  better  on  their  home  course  against 
.Vliddlebury,  winning  21-37.  Bozarth,  leading  a  fast  field,  won 
while  slicing  47  seconds  off  the  course  record.  Kim  Valentine 
finished  in  the  third  spot  followed  by  Al  Prosswimmer,  a  Jeff 
sophomore.  Amherst's  Russ  Lane,  Ed  Cobb,  and  Dery  Bennett 
were  si.vth,  seventh,  and  eighth,  respectively. 

On  the  following  Saturday  the  Purple  and  White  played  host 
to  the  Wesleyan  squad  which  won  a  close  contest,  27-28.  Valen- 
tine turned  in  a  victory  over  Cardinal  ace  Frank  Johnson,  while 
Bozarth  was  third,  20  yards  behind. 

The  Amherst  team  travelled  to  Boston  to  repeat  last  year's 
victory  over  Boston  College,  21-39,  in  the  final  dual  meet.  The 
two  Jeff  co-captains  finished  in  a  dead  heat  for  first  place. 

A  trip  to  Williams  for  the  Little  Three  Meet  ended  the 
season.  The  team  lost  but  Valentine  was  clocked  within  five 
seconds  of  the  Little  Three  record.  The  final  score:  Williams  26, 
Wesleyan  46,  Amherst  55. 

Next  year's  squad  will  be  weakened  by  the  graduation  of 
both  Valentine  and  Bozarth  as  well  as  Lane  and  Cobb.  However, 
lettermen  Prosswimmer,  Bennett,  and  Jack  Vernon,  all  sopho- 
mores, should  provide  a  strong  nucleus.  Al  Prosswimmer  is  cap- 
tain-elect for  1950.

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Sixteen  Icttermen  were  among  the  thirty-odd  varsity  soccer 
candidates  who  reported  for  drill  early  in  September.  This  group 
was  to  become  in  the  words  of  Coach  Eh  Marsh,  "one  ot  the 
two  or  three  best  teams  c\'cr  to  play  for  Amherst."  With  their 
first  undefeated  season  since  1942,  the  Amherst  squad  turned 
in  an  imposing  6-0-1  record  while  copping  the  Little  Three 
Crown  for  the  third  straight  year  as  well  as  winning  the  coveted 
title  of  New  England  Champions.  Howie  Burnett  at  center  for- 
ward, star  and  captain  of  last  year's  freshman  team,  did  an 
able  job  of  filling  All-American  Ben  Stoltzfus'  shoes  while  vet- 
erans Kell  Smith,  Paul  Griffiths,  John  Beebe,  and  Woody 
Crowther  completed  the  forward  line.  The  "three  horsemen," 
Fred  Hollistcr,  Whit  Spaulding,  and  Don  Dunbar,  returned  to 
continue  their  imposing  halfback  play  while  Tom  Wyman  and 
Max  Hamill  proved  invaluable  at  the  ftillback  slots.  Captain 
Don  Nesbitt  guarded  the  nets  for  his  fourth  consecutive  year, 
having  played  every  game  while  here  at  Amherst. 

This  was  the  starting  team  that  held  the  University  of  Connec- 
ticut to  a  1-1  tie  in  a  preseason  exhibition  game.  Paul  Griffiths 
on  a  neat  pass  from  Burnett  scored  for  the  Jeffmen  early  in  the 
first  period.  Late  in  the  half,  LIConn  registered  to  put  the  score 
at  1-1.  f-lere  it  stayed  throughout  a  rugged  and  tense  second 
half.  Tom  Wyman  and  Max  Hamill  played  brilliantly  at  full- 
back in  holding  last  year's  national  champions  to  a  deadlock.

M.LT.  fell  to  the  Amherst  eleven  in  the  Purple's  first  official 
game  of  the  season  4-1.  Sophomore  Howie  Burnett  was  the  sole 
scoring  punch,  accounting  for  all  four  of  the  goals.

This  was  accom- 
plished largely  through  the  offensive  efficiency  of  the  halfback 
line  with  John  Martin  replacing  the  injured  Fred  Hollister.

Burnett  continued  to  prove  his 
worth  throughnut  the  game  by  scoring  twice  more,  once  on  a 
solo  dri\'e  and  again  during  a  wild  melee  in  front  of  the  visitors' 
goal.  Woody  Crowther  angled  a  shot  from  his  wing  position  in 
the  third  quarter  to  cap  a  fine  showing  of  aggressive  and  tricky 
teamwork  by  the  Sabrina  hooters.  This,  one  of  their  finest  games 
of  the  Near,  saw  the  unbeaten  Amherst  eleven  elevated  to  the  top 
of  the  New  England  Intercollegiate  Soccer  League,  a  position 
which  the\'  nc\'er  lost.

A  rather  tense  Amherst  eleven  faced  a  lircd  Eph  team  in  the 
long  standing  rivalry  at  Williamstown  with  the  Little  Three 
title  hinging  on  the  outcome.  Both  teams  played  hard-rushing 
ball  in  the  see-saw  battle  with  great  coordination  and  aggressive- 
ness displayed  on  both  sides.  The  lone  marker  came  on  a 
penalty  kick  by  Howie  Burnett  in  a  hectic  hrst  period.  Don 
Nesbitt  with  the  ever  reliable  help  of  .Vla.x  Hamill  and  Tom 
W'yman  thwarted  several  potential  Williams'  scores  as  the 
tempo  quickened  right  up  to  the  closing  gun. 
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The  Amherst  freshman  team  of  1949  operated  with  one  of 
the  smallest  squads  seen  at  this  college  in  years.  Coach  Joe 
Rogers  used  a  "T"  directed  by  quarterback  Bob  Dehlendorf. 

The  pea-green  losing  streak,  which  had  extended  back  to 
1946,  was  broken  when  the  Amherst  freshmen  tied  Trinity  in 
their  opening  game  of  the  season.  Though  the  visitors  from 
Hartford  could  seemingly  do  little  with  the  strong  Amherst  line, 
the  game  nevertheless  ended  in  a  U-0  tie.  Against  Wesleyan  the 
Sabrina  team  scored  their  lone  touchdown  of  the  season,  though 
they  lost  the  game,  26-6. 

Nichols  Jr.  College  later  took  the  toll  of  the  Jeffs,  38-0. 
Though  the  frosh  opened  this  encounter  with  two  key  men  out 
of  action,  it  is  doubtful  whether  anything  could  have  stopped 
the  spirited  Nichols  squad  that  displayed  the  finest  passing 
attack  the  frosh  were  to  face  all  season. 

In  their  final  game  the  Amherst  freshmen  met  a  Williams 
aggregation,  deep  in  reserves,  at  Hitchcock  Field.  The  Sabrina 
line  held  well,  with  Captain  Sandy  Choate  doing  a  good  job  of

Despite  their  losing  record,  the  freshman  team  this  year  has 
produced  a  number  of  strong  contenders  for  the  1950  varsity. 
Choate  and  Jack  Boehm  should  strengthen  the  center  of  the 
Amherst  line.  Tackles  Connolly  and  Rounds,  halfbacks  Catlett 
and  Ostrander,  fullback  Lockie,  end  Mahler  and  quarterback 
Dehlendorf  will  all  make  strong  bids  for  varsity  berths  next 
vear.

In  a  thrilling  game  at  Pratt  cage,  New  Hampshire  edged  the 
Jeffs  in  the  final  thirty  seconds  of  play.  The  Wildcats  sprouted 
to  an  early  11-3  margin  but  the  shooting  of  Chamberlain  and 
Hawkins  evened  things  up  so  that  the  New  Hampshire  quintet 
left  the  floor  at  halftime  ahead,  34-31.  TTie  Sabrinas  hit  a  scor- 
ing famine  for  ten  minutes  in  the  final  quarter  before  Wright 
broke  the  jinx  tying  the  count  at  49-49.

Two  quick  push  shots  by  Captain  Bob  Chamberlain  and  a 
tap-in  by  Geraghty  kept  the  Purple  in  control  until  the  six  niin- 


Amherst  49 — Army  44 

The  Amherst  five  proved  to  some  doubting  Jeff  rooters  that 
stepping  into  the  "big  time"  is  not  always  disastrous  for  a  small 
college.  The  Jeff's  32^/o  field  goal  average  combined  with  deadly 
foul  shooting  was  largely  responsible  for  the  victory.  With  13 
points  apiece,  Wright  and  Chamberlain  paced  the  Lord  Jeffs 
while  Hawkins  tossed  in  10,  The  Jeffs  were  calm  in  the  hectic 
closing  minutes  of  the  game  when  the  Cadets  threatened  to  wrest 
away  the  lead.  With  four  minutes  to  go,  the  Knights  tied  the 
score  at  40-all  but  their  defense  cracked  as  Chamberlain  netted 
three  quick  field  goals. 

Amherst  46 — Union  39 

The  Varsity  quintet  defeated  Union  in  a  dubious  battle  on 
home  ground.  The  Jeffs  showed  little  form  in  the  contest  while 
Union  proved  jittery  under  pressure.  The  margin  of  victory  lay 
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in  the  free  throw  column  where  the  Purple  was  superior.  The 
Sabrina  first  quarter  lead  was  cut  early  in  the  second  due  to 
sloppy  ball-handling.  Amherst  capitalized  on  the  furious  back- 
and-forth  pace  that  had  been  established  earlier  when  they  later 
overhauled  the  Union  lead  of  31-27.  Hawkins  and  Chamberlain 
totaled  12  and  10  points  respectively. 


Williams  63— Amherst  44 

A  sharpshooting  Williams  outfit  bounced  the  favored  Jeffs  in 
Laseile  Gym.  Paced  by  big  Harry  Sheehy,  the  Eph  men  were 
"up".  Their  ability  to  improvise  against  the  Amherst  defense 
proved  unbeatable.  The  Jeffs  stayed  even  throughout  most  of  the 
first  half  largely  as  a  result  of  the  shooting  of  Chamberlain. 
Williams  continued  its  deadly  shooting  in  the  second  half  and 
gradually  pulled  away  beyond  recapture. 


Trinity  59 — Amherst  57 

The  quintet  pulled  itself  together  and  showed  some  effective 
ball  playing  before  being  edged  out  at  Hartford.  Captain  Bob 
Chamberlain  sparked  the  Purple  attack  bv  sinking  21  while 
Hawkins  contributed  \5.  With  a  fast  break  working  well,  the 
Jeffs  held  a  32-.30  lead  at  halftime  but  the  tall  Trinity  quintet 
began  to  click  and  pushed  the  Hilltoppers  into  a  4f'-.^':i  lead  with 
ten  minutes  left.

Amherst  ran  away  from  Wesleyan  on  February  18th  in  Pratt 
Cage  when  they  engaged  in  their  second  Little  TTiree  encounter. 
Although  the  triumvirate  of  Hawkins,  Wright  and  Chamberlain 
was  very  much  in  evidence,  two  new  men  took  over  the  scoring 
duties,  sophomores  .\lagee  and  Fisher.  The  visitors  jumped  off  to 
an  early  lead  of  14-8  at  the  ten  minute  mark  and  widened  the 
margin  to  19-11  before  Fisher  and  the  suddenly  "dead-eved"

Ranked  24th  in  the   nation  among  small  college  teams,  Tufts 


took  on  the  hard-fighting  Purple  team.  The  game  started  off  with 
a  flurry  of  scoring  on  both  sides  until  the  Jeffs  cooled  off  and 
the  Jumbos  gained  the  lead  which  they  held  throughout.  Tufts' 
center  Goodwin  basketed  26  points  and  was  largely  responsible 
for  the  victor's  41-28  halftime  bulge.  Sophomores  again  played  a 
dominant  role  in  the  game,  from  the  Amherst  point  of  view, 
along  with  Hawkins.  It  was  Captain  Chamberlain  however,  who 
paced  the  Jeff  attack  with  21  points  and  who  was  the  spark  be- 
hind the  Jeff's  futile  last-minute  surge. 


Amherst  59 — Wesleyan  46 

WA.MF  for  the  first  time  broadcast  a  basketball  game  when 
the  Cardinals  played  host  to  the  Jeffs.  A  loose  style  of  play  dom- 
inated the  first  twenty  minutes  of  play.  TJie  home  forces  were 
nursing  a  23-22  edge  at  the  intermission.  But  in  the  second  half 
Bill  Chapin's  one-hander  from  the  outside,  Howie  Burnett's 
charity  toss  and  a  goal  by  Wright  then  put  the  Sabrinas  out 
front  to  stay.  Although  the  game  had  been  nip-and-tuck  up  to 
this  time,  the  Purple  and  White  was  never  in  danger  again  and 
concentrated  on  rolling  up  its  closing  advantage. 


Williams  46— Amherst  43 

With  a  chance  for  tying  for  hrst  place  Little  Three  honors,  the 
Cagers  met  a  determined  Eph  five  at  home  on  March  4th.  Trail- 
ing 27-19,  in  the  opening  minutes  of  the  second  half,  the  Jeffs 
staged  a  furious  rally  to  wipe  out  the  invader's  margin.  A  long 
set  shot  by  Hawkins,  a  rebound  dunked  by  Nesbitt  and  Captain 
Chamberlain's  foul  shot  set  the  stage  for  Ken  Wright's  seven- 
point  splurge  that  tied  things  at  31 -all.  Thereafter  the  teams 
traded  baskets  right  down  to  the  final  minutes.  Amherst  was 
enjoying  a  three-point  bulge  until  the  Eph  center,  Sheehy,  netted 
a  rebound  and  laid-up  to  put  the  visitors  ahead.  Chamberlain 
followed  by  dunking  a  charity  toss  to  tie  the  contest  at  43-43, 
going  into  the  final  minute.  It  was  Sheehy  again  who  turned  the 
tide  for  Williams  by  dumping  one  through  the  cords  followed  by 
a  win-clinching  charity  toss  and  from  there  on  the  Sabrinas  were 
unable  to  break  up  the  Eph  freezing  tactics  and  get  into  scoring 
position.  Tlie  triumvirate  of  Chamberlain,  Wright  and  Hawkins 
ended  the  season  with  the  first  two  having  sunk  156  points 
apiece  followed  by  Hawkins  with  155. 
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The  squash  team  under  the  aegis  of  Coach  Frank  Gillespie 
won  six  out  of  nine  meets  this  year.  Captained  by  Tom  Owens, 
.he  team  took  the  Little  Three  crown  and  contended  in  the 
National  Intercollegiates  in  March. 

Despite  the  score  of  8-1,  the  meet  at  Harvard  was  a  closely- 
contended  one.  Ted  Greene  was  the  sole  Jeff  to  win  his  match 
against  the  powerful  Crimson  squad. 

The  hrst  win  of  the  season  was  scored  when  Amherst's  racquet- 
men  travelled  to  M.  I.  T.  to  subdue  the  engineers  8-1.  At  West 
Point  the  Jeffs,  after  copping  the  first  four  matches,  had  to  wait 
for  Bob  Steketee  to  turn  in  his  win  before  the  meet  was  clinched 
iive-to-four. 

At  Yale,  Smith  defeated  the  Eli's  Kingsley  in  a  four-to-one 
match.  Owens,  the  only  other  Jeff  winner,  edged  out  his  oppo- 
nent but  it  was  Yale's  day  as  they  went  ahead  for  a  seven-to-two 
win.  This  set-back  along  with  a  loss  to  Princeton  by  the  score  of 
three-to-six  finished  out  the  Jeff's  losses  for  the  season. 

On  the  Hilltopper's  courts,  the  visitors  from  Amherst  took  over 
by  trouncing  the  Trinity  men  eight-to-one.  VX'esleyan  was  the 
Jeff's  next  victim  by  a  nine-to-nothing  count. 

On  .March  4,  the  Jeff  squad,  playing  on  the  Eph  courts,  came 
from  behind  to  take  Little  Three  honors  from  the  Williams  con- 
tenders by  a  five-four  score.  With  the  Jeffs  trailing  four-to-two, 
Balmos  and  Damon  won  their  matches  and  the  visitors  drew  even 
at  four-all.  Bob  Steketee's  number  nine  match  with  Kent  was  the 
deciding  factor;  ahead  eleven-four  in  the   fourth  game,   Steketee 


eased  his  game  and  Kent  went  on  to  win  it  at  17-14.  Then 
Steketee,  with  his  crisp  fore-hand  stroke  coming  back  into  prom- 
inence, pulled  the  match  out  of  the  fire  with  a  1?-1.^  victory  in 
the  hnal  game. 

The  biggest  event  of  the  season  was  the  National  Intercollegi- 
ate Tournament  held  in  the  Davenport  Courts.  Top-seeded  Billy 
Smith  was  eliminated  in  the  third  round  by  Hugh  Scott  of 
Princeton.  Later  in  that  round  Ted  Damon  and  Tom  Owens  were 
also  eliminated.  The  tournament  was  finally  won  by  Ted  Hands 
of  Yale. 

Outstanding  individual  records  were  Billy  Smith  with  eight 
wins  and  one  loss  and  Captain  Tom  Owens  wJio  totaled  six  wins 
and  three  losses.

The  Aniheriit  wresthng  team,  coaclied  by  Joe  Maras,  had  a 
successful  season,  losing  only  two  meets  by  close  scores  and  tying 
one.  Bob  Minter  in  the  first  three  meets  and  Bill  Hartman  during 
the  latter  halt  of  the  season  held  down  the  121  pound  slot. 
Charley  Taft  was  the  regular  starter  at  128  pounds  and  John 
Beebe  competed  at  1  36.  Paul  Hoyer  and  Bob  Dewey  did  most  of 
the  work  at  145  and  155  pounds  respectively.  Captain  Sand> 
Keith,  last  year's  N.E.I,  champion  at  165  pounds,  was  undefeated 
in  dual  competition.  The  team  lost  the  services  of  Jim  Roush  at 
175  mid-way  in  the  season  because  of  his  graduation,  but  Greg 
McGrath  stepped  into  the  post  and  did  an  able  job.  His  brother, 
Moose  McGrath,  again  wrestled  unlimited. 

The  first  meet  with  Brown,  ended  in  a   12-12  deadlock  but  a 


few   days    later   the    Sabrinas   recorded   five   pins   as   they   over- 
whelmed Boston  University,  28-8. 

Amherst  continued  in  the  winning  column  with  a  23-8  triumph 
over  M.l.T.  as  Roush  put  the  finishing  touches  to  a  twenty-one 
match  winning  streak  by  pinning  his  man.  Coast  Guard  admin- 
istered the  Jeff's  first  defeat  by  a  score  of  17-16. 

In  the  first  Little  Three  contest  Amherst  aggressiveness  and 
conditioning  paid  off  as  the  Cardinals  fell  by  a  24-4  count. 
1  lartman  started  the  scoring  by  pinning  his  man  while  Taft, 
Beebe,  Hoyer,  Dewey,  and  Keith  decisioned  their  opponents. 

The  season's  final  dual  meet  saw  Williams  retain  their  Little 
Three  title,  defeating  the  Jeffs  16-12.  In  the  closest  match  of  the 
afternoon  Keith  outpointed  Williams'  Callaghan,  8-7.  This  deci- 
sion and  a  pin  by  Beebe  were  the  only  Jeff  victories. 

In  the  Xew  Englands  Amherst  tied  with  Springfield  for  second 
place  behind  Williams.  Taft,  Keith,  and  Moose  McGrath  reached 
the  final  in  their  weight  divisions  and  .McGrath  emerged  as 
.\'.E.I.  heavyweight  champion. 
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SWIMMING 


Led  by  Coacli  Tug  Kennedy,  the  swimminy  team  completed  its 
most  successful  post-war  season  by  winning  seven  out  of  its  ten 
dual  meets  and  placing  fourth  in  the  N.E.I.s. 

The  Jetfs  beat  the  University  of  Connecticut  taking  seven  of 
nine  firsts;  then  edged  out  jM.l.T.  by  winning  the  final  relay.  In 
their  third  contest  the  team  beat  W.P.I.,  44-29.  Captain  Steven- 
son highlighted  the  afternoon  by  breaking  the  N.E.I.  440  record. 

The  following  weekend  Stevenson  shattered  the  college  44t) 
record  as  the  Purple  mermen  defeated  McCill,  the  Canadian 
champions.  Tug  Kennedy's  men  suffered  their  first  defeat  when 
they  played  host  to  LaSalle.  The  visitors,  boasting  four  All-Amer- 
icans,  smashed  two  poo!  records.  The  Explorer  medley  relay  team 
set  a  new  mark  while  the  22(l-yard  breaststroke  standard  was 
lowered  13  seconds  by  the  vaunted  Joe  Verdeur. 

By  conquering  Trinity  the  Sabrinas  registered  their  Hftli  vic- 
tory. Stevenson  was  a  double  winner  again  while  sophomore 
.Merc  Tate  took  the  50  and  100  yard  sprints.  Wesleyan  fell  by  a 
52-23  score  in  the  first  Little  Three  contest.  Stevenson  and  Tate 
were  once  more  double  winners  while  Paul  Geithner  was  out- 
standing in  the  breaststroke. 

The  Purple  and  White  triumphed  over  Tufts,  53-22.  The  next 
day  they  traveled  to  Brunswick  only  to  fall  before  a  powerful 
Bowdoin  team. 

The  final  dual  meet  with  Williams  saw  the  favored  Eph  swim- 
mers take  the  day  by  a  narrow  victory  in  the  free-style  relay. 
The  JefT  medley  team  of  Wasie,  George  Hiller  and  John  Keydel 
set  a  new  college  mark  and  Hugh  Wells  and  Wasie  followed  up 
with  record-breaking  performances  in  the  diving  and  backstroke 
respectively. 

The  Amherst  entries  finished  fourth  in  the  N.E.I.s.  Stevenson 
broke  his  own  college  440  record  while  Wells  took  third  place 
in  the  diving. 
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In  its  opening  meet  of  the  season  at  the  Knights  of  Columbus 
games  in  the  Boston  Garden,  the  Amherst  relay  team,  composed 
of  Charhe  Jackson,  Dick  Wolfe,  Bill  Neill  and  Bill  Scott,  finished 
third.  Williams,  winning  in  a  time  of  3:31.4,  was  first,  the  Uni- 
versity of  Connecticut,  second,  and  Wesleyan  rounded  out  the 
field  in  fourth  place.  The  Jeff  team  was  handicapped  from  the 
opening  gun,  when  the  lead-off  man  tripped  and  fell  off  the 
track,  putting  the  Amherst  team  about  sixty  yards  behind.  The 
remaining  members  of  the  quartet  made  up  forty  yards  to  finish 
only  twenty  yards  behind  Williams.  In  these  same  games,  Ted 
Hager  pole  vaulted  twelve  feet  to  finish  in  the  upper  half  of  a 
tough  Held. 


In  a  live-team  field  at  the  .Millrose  games  in  New  York,  the 
Jeffs  placed  fourth.  As  in  the  previous  meet  Wesleyan  was  the 
only  team  to  fall  below  the  Jeff's  time.  Wheaton  College  finished 
first  with  a  time  of  .3:29.5,  while  the  Amherst  time  was  3:32.5. 
Returning  to  the  Boston  Garden  for  its  final  meet  in  the  Boston 
A. A.  meet,  the  Sabrina  team  finished  second  by  the  margin  of 
(t.5  second.  The  winning  time  for  R.P.I,  was  3:33.1.  Running  in 
the  last  four  hundred  and  forty  yards,  Dick  Wolfe  moved  the 
team  up  from  third  to  second  and  managed  to  catch  the  runner 
from  R.P.I,  but  could  not  pass  him.  Neill  and  Wolfe  will  be  the 
two  returning  men  for  next  vear's  relav  team.

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In  the  initial  meet  of  the  season,  held  at  the  Cage,  the  Cru- 
saders of  Holy  Cross  downed  the  Jeffs  by  a  margin  of  60-53. 
The  visitors  took  every  first  place  and  three  of  the  seconds  in  the 
running  events,  but  the  Jeffmen  won  the  eight  lap  relay,  with 
Herb  Middleton,  Ted  Sheftel,  Bill  Scott,  and  Bill  Neill  turning 
in  a  time  of  2:40.8.  Amherst  captured  all  three  places  in  the 
thirty-five  pound  weight  throw.  Amherst  also  won  in  the  pole 
vault  and  broad  jumps. 

A  powerful  and  well-balanced  New  Hampshire  teatii  beat  out 
Amherst  and  Springfield  in  a  triangular  meet  held  at  the  Cage. 
All  three  teams  won  or  tied  for  five  firsts  in  the  14  event  meet. 
Ted  Hager  broke  the  college  broad  jump  record  with  a  leap  of 


22  feet  3' 2  inches.  The  two  mile  run  was  won  by  Kim  Valentine 
while  Neill  and  Middleton  got  firsts  in  the  220  yard  dash  and 
40  yard  low  hurdles,  respectively. 

The  Sabrinas  closed  their  track  season  with  a  lopsided  74-39 
victory  over  the  University  of  Connecticut  in  Pratt  Cage.  Wil- 
liams equalled  his  own  college  high  jump  record  in  the  meet 
when  he  cleared  the  bar  at  6  feet  and  34  inch.  Hager  was  the 
leading  point  getter  by  tying  for  first  in  the  pole  vault  and  win- 
ning the  broad  jump.  Bruno  Giordano  of  the  Ukes  broke  the 
Amherst  College  record  when  he  won  the  two  mile  race  in 
9:47.2.  Herb  .Middleton  captained  the  team  for  the  season.

The  fencing  team,  led  by  Captain  George  Meeks,  won  two  of 
its  three  dual  meets  but  finished  in  back  of  both  Wesleyan  and 
^X'iIliams  in  the  Little  Three. 

Hartford  was  the  scene  of  the  first  match  with  the  Trinity 
swordsmen.  The  Hilltoppers  succumbed  to  the  Jeff  onslaught  by 
the  close  score  of  Hj^-'^'j.  Six  of  the  Amherst  men  won  two 
out  of  the  three  bouts  but  Trinity's  number  one  man  in  the 
epee  division  was  the  only  one  to  sweep  his  bouts. 

Several  weeks  later  the  Purple  and  White  met  Boston  Univer- 
sity. This  encounter  ended  in  a  14-13  victory  for  the  Terriers. 
The  JefTs  showed  their  greatest  strength  in  the  sabre  class  where 
they  conquered  the  visitors  6-3.  In  their  third  meet  the  Sabrina 


duelers  returned  to  the  victory  column  by  defeating  Clark  Uni- 
versity, 14  13.  The  match  was  not  decided  until  the  last  event  in 
the  sabre  division.  In  his  final  bout  Rick  Haines  defeated  his 
opponent  5-4  after  a  hard  fought  battle.  This  clinched  the  meet 
for  Amherst.  George  .Meeks  swept  his  division,  the  foil,  while 
Keith  Simpson  followed  his  example  by  sweeping  the  epee  divi- 
sion. 

The  linal  contest  of  the  season  was  the  Little  Three  meet.  The 
Jeffs  traveled  to  .Vliddletown  in  hopes  of  regaining  the  title,  lost 
to  Wesleyan  last  year  by  a  forfeit,  but  were  doomed  to  disap- 
pointment.

Although  plagued  by  lack  of  snow  in  the  early  part  of  the 
season,  the  Amherst  ski  team  made  a  good  showing  against  some 
of  the  stronger  teams  in  this  area.  The  Intercollegiate  Ski  LInion 
formed  a  new  association  this  year  with  the  hope  of  reviving  in- 
terest in  college  skiing.  Under  this  plan  the  thirty-seven  college 
teams  in  the  country  were  split  into  four  divisions:  Senior,  East- 
ern, Western,  and  Canadian.  Amherst  was  included  in  the  East- 
ern division  but  due  to  injuries  was  not  able  to  compete  for  the 
championship  this  year. 

In  the  first  meet  of  the  season  the  Amherst  team  defeated  the 
U.  of  Mass.,  Springfield,  Wesleyan,  and  A.I.C.  and  successfully 
defended  a  championship  cup  won  the  year  before.  George 
Pendleton,   Wally  Anderson,  and  Arne  Skilbred  figured  in  the 


scoring. 

The  following  weekend  the  Sabrina  skiiers,  led  by  Captain 
Brandt  Nicholson,  Skilbred,  and  Pendleton,  placed  fourth  in  the 
eight  team  competition  at  the  Williams  Winter  Carnival.  Wil- 
liams, Yale,  and  Harvard  finished  ahead  of  the  Jefi^s.

The  meet  was  not  decided  until  the  final 
jumping  when  John  Frautchi  and  Henry  Kendall  took  first  and 
second,  putting  the  Jeffs  in  front  with  376.6  points  to  Harvard's 
372.9  and  Wifliams  360.

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Discontinued  as  a  varsity  sport  eighteen  years  ago,  hockey 
was  revived  last  year  on  an  informal  basis  but  lacked  sufficient 
organization  to  effect  an  active  schedule.  This  year  the  club, 
managed  by  Doug  Miller,  received  substantial  alumni  support 
and  became  a  part  of  the  informal  sports  budget;  the  club  turned 
in  a  record  of  four  wins,  two  ties,  and  three  losses. 

Sparked  by  Ashe  Eames,  high  man  for  the  Sabrinas  with  a  total 
of  twenty-two  points,  the  stickmen  netted  seven  goals  in  the  first 
game  of  the  season  while  Munson  Academy,  their  opponents,  got 
just  one  tally.  The  club  showed  more  speed  and  drive  when  they 


played  Springfield  College  but  were  forced  to  bow  6-5  in  the 
final  stanza  despite  the  outstanding  work  of  freshman  Ted  Win- 
ship  in  the  goal.  A  5-5  tie  with  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
was  followed  by  a  victory  over  Deerfield  3-1.  In  this  game  Mance 
Hall,  Norm  Brown,  and  Dave  Wray  led  the  Jeff  pucksters  in 
numerous  scoring  attempts.

Norm  Brown 
was  elected  captain  of  next  year's  squad  to  replace  Phil  Cran- 
shaw,  this  year's  head  man.

The  '53  hoopsters  com- 
piled a  record  of  seven  wins  against  only  three  defeats.  The 
yearling  squad  opened  the  season  with  an  impressive  70  to  45 
win  over  'Vermont  Academy.

The  freshman  basketeers 
avenged  this  defeat  by  swamping  a  Leicester  Junior  College 
squad.  Jack  Park,  Bill  Greer  and  John  Rugg  all  hit  double  figures. 


The  Jeffmen  dropped  another  tight  one  to  Trinity  at  the  Hill- 
toppers'  home  court.  The  tall  yearling  quintet  registered  suc- 
cessive victories  over  the  University  of  .Massachusetts  and  .Mount 
Hermon  before  meeting  a  rugged  Weslevan  team  in  .Middletown. 
Sterling  Weaver's  twenty-one  point  scoring  spree  went  for  naught 
as  the  Lord  JefTs  went  down  to  defeat. 

The  final  game  of  the  year  saw  the  freshmen  defeat  Williams.

Tliis  year  the  Jeff  freshman  wrestling  squad  was  hainpered  by 
lack  oi  experience.  Although  most  of  his  candidates  had  not  done 
much  wrestling  before  coming  to  Amherst,  Coach  Joe  Maras  was 
able  to  mold  a  team  which  won  one  and  tied  one  in  four  meets. 

The  season  started  auspiciously  as  the  Amherst  yearlings  de- 
feated .\1t.  Hermon  by  a  17-11  score.  Starring  for  the  Jeffs  was 
Spike  Schellenger,  who  pinned  his  opponent  in  one  minute  and 
forty  seconds.  Other  winners  for  Amherst  were  John  Kunz  at 
155  pounds  and  King  Taft  at  165  pounds. 

On  the  following  Saturday  the  freshmen  lost  to  Wesleyan, 
24-10.    Schellenger   and   Taft   were   the   only   Jeff   victors,   both 


pinning  tiieir  opponents.  Against  Loomis,  Schellenger  along  with 
Jim  Evans  at  1.^6  pounds,  Kunz,  and  Taft  gave  Amherst  a  16-8 
lead.  However,  the  visitors  captured  the  last  two  matches  for  a 
16-16  draw.

An  inexperienced  freshman  swimming  team  opened  their  sea- 
son with  a  loss  to  DeerHeld  Academy.  The  first  year  mermen 
were  able  to  capture  firsts  in  only  two  individual  events.  Pete 
Kruidenier  took  first  place  in  the  50  yard  dash,  while  Don  Simon 
copped  the  first  position  in  the  100  yard  backstroke. 

The  Jeff  opener  in  Pratt  pool  saw  a  team  victory  and  a  num- 
ber of  fine  perforinances  for  the  hosts.  Simon  again  was  out- 
standing in  the  backstroke  and  Roy  Graeber  did  well  in  the 
220  yard  freestyle.  Dave  Van  Heusen  in  the  dives  and  Ed  Bonoff 
in  the  50  yard  dash  were  other  individual  winners  in  this  meet. 
Following  a  loss  to  Trinity,  the  rapidly-improving  frosh  splashers 
met  their  first  Little  Three  competition  against  the  Cardinals  in 


N4iddletown.  The  meet  turned  out  to  be  a  triumph  for  the  team 
as  well  as  Kruidenier  who  captured  a  first  in  the  50  yard  sprint, 
placed  second  in  the  100,  and  anchored  the  victorious  400  yard 
relay.

Losing  but  one  first  place,  the  freshman  track  team  swamped 
the  University  of  Massachusetts  freshman  by  a  70-34  margin  in 
their  first  outing.  Hank  Woohiian  was  the  high  man  for  the  meet 
in  points,  capturing  17*2  in  winning  both  hurdles  and  high 
jump  and  taking  a  third  in  the  dash  and  running  in  the  winning 
relay.  Dick  Talmadge  placed  first  in  the  quarter  with  a  time  of 
5(xO.  Norm  Gorbaty  in  the  dash  and  Dick  Catlett  in  the  pole 
vault  also  won  for  the  yearlings. 

Hank  Woolman  set  an  indoor  record  in  freshman  track  of 
:05.6  in  the  high  hurdles,  while  the  Jetf  team  lost  52  1  .-!  to 
42  2  3  to  the  Springfield  frosh.  In  addition  he  tied  the  high  jump 
record  with  5  feet  10  inches  and  the  low  hurdles  mark  of  .5.3 
seconds.  Gorbaty  tied  the  dash  record  of  :04.8  and  won  the 
broad  jump. 

Woolman  again  led  the  Jeffs  as  Amherst  was  defeated,  62^ 
to  42 '2  by  the  University  of  Connecticut.  Woolman  took  first 
place  in  the  high  hurdles,  while  Dick  Catlett  took  firsts  in  the 
pole  vault  and  shot  put. 

Hank  Woolman,  Norm  Gorbatv,  and  Dick  Catlett  are  among 
the  freshmen's  brighter  prospects  for  next  year's  varsity. 


Coach  Frank  Gillespie  opened  the  freshman  squash  season 
with  only  two  experienced  men,  Pete  Cruikshank  and  John 
Wheeler.  The  squad,  thus  handicapped,  managed  to  win  but  one 
meet  for  the  entire  season.  The  Little  Three  victory  against 
Wesleyan  at  the  Davenport  Courts  saw  Jack  Walter,  Bob  Boden 
and  Cruikshank  spark  the  Amherst  team  in  its  win.  Only  eight 
matches  were  played  against  the  Wesmen,  since  one  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Cardinal  team  failed  to  make  the  trip, 

In  the  initial  home  match  of  the  season  Ed  Neale,  Boden  and 
Walter  registered  victories  for  the  frosh,  each  going  four  games, 
in  what  turned  out  to  be  a  losing  cause,  as  the  JefFmen  lost  the 
first  of  two  scheduled  contests  to  Deerfield. 

The  final  meet  of  the  season  saw  a  strong  Williams  team,  fea- 
turing Dick  Squires,  National  Junior  Tennis  Doubles  champion, 
lead  the  boys  from  Billytown  to  a  Little  Three  freshman  crown. 
The  two  matches  credited  to  Amherst  in  the  meet  were  victories 
by  Dave  Mesker  over  Evans,  and  Ed  Neale  over  Sargent  in  the 
minimum  number  of  games.  Amherst's  top  man,  Cruikshank, 
bowed  to  Squires.  John  Wheeler,  Jack  Walter,  Bob  Boden,  Bill 
Banks,  Dick  Cutting  and  Dick  Lamberton  also  competed  for  the 
Jefi-men  against  Williams.

BASEBALL 


1949— Since  1859  when  Am- 
herst beat  Williams  in  the  first 
intercollegiate  baseball  game, 
the  Jeffs  have  had  an  enviable 
record.  Especially  since  Paul 
Eckley  took  over  as  coach  four- 
teen years  ago,  Amherst  has 
been  able  to  hold  her  own  with 
any  team  in  the  East.  The  194':i 
team  lived  up  to  tradition;  out 
of  sixteen  games  the  team  won 
eleven,  including  victories  over 
Dartmouth  and  Columbia.  One 
of  the  main  reasons  for  the  successful  season  was  the  pitching 
of  Charlie  Murphy,  one  of  the  Amherst  baseball  standouts  of 
the  post-war  era.  Behind  .Murphy,  Coach  Eckley  had  an  airtight 
infield  consisting  of  Ez  Bowen  on  first,  Dave  McNeish  at  second, 
Ivar  Rosendale  at  shortstop,  and  Bill  Genovese  at  third.  The 
hitting  and  fielding  of  these  veterans  formed  a  nucleus  around 
which  Eckley  built  one  of  his  best  teams.  Catcher  Dave  Gold 
and  outfielders  Moose  McGrath,  Sam  Crowe  and  Jake  Jordan 
were  good  defensive  ballplayers  and  provided  e.\tra  punch  in  the 
batting  order.

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The  Sabrinas  opened  their  season  with  a  4-2  win  over  A.I.C. 
Charhe  Murphy  pitched  the  full  nine  innings,  letting  the  visitors 
down  with  only  six  hits,  while  striking  out  fifteen.  His  team- 
mates hacked  him  up  by  pounding  out  four  consecutive  hits  in 
the  sixth  inning  after  two  were  out. 

Against  St.  Michael's  in  the  second  game  the  Jeffs  collected 
twelve  hits  while  pitcher  Don  Dunbar  allowed  the  Mikes  six 
for  a  12-1  victory.  The  home  team  scored  twelve  runs  in  the 
first  six  innings  before  Ecklev  pulled  oiu  all  but  two  of  his 
starters  and  finished  the  game  with  the  reserves. 

Trinity  came  to  Memorial  Field  to  be  the  victims  of  the  third 
Amherst  victory.  In  a  wild  scoring  contest  the  home  team  won, 
22-6,  behind  the  pitching  of  .Murphv  and  reliefer  John  Bergin. 
The  Jeffs  notched  three  runs  in  the  sixth  inning  but  sealed 
their  victory  in  the  seventh  with  a  nine-run  outburst  topped  with 
a  grand  slam  home  run  b\  Captain  Rosendale. 

Two  unearned  runs  in  the  eighth  inning  broke  a  4-4  tie  to 
give  Amherst  a  triumph  over  Bowdoin.  With  two  on  and 
two  out  the  Polar  Bear  leftlielder  dropped  Moose  McGrath's 
fly  into  short  left  to  let  in  the  tie-breaking  win  and  a  moment 
later  1  larry  .Miller  stole  home  to  insure  the  Jeff  run.  Don  Dun- 
bar and  Jolin  Bergin   handled   the  pitching  for  Amherst. 

The  Wesleyan  Cardinals  Hnall\  broke  the  Jelf  winning  streak 
with  a  7-0  victory  at  Middletown.  Charlie  Murph\'  suffered  his 
first  defeat  though  striking  out  eleven  men,  ten  in  the  first 
four  innings.  I^osendale  and  Dave  McNeish  were  the  onlv  visit- 
ing batters  to  hit  the  pitching  of  Wesleyan's  Frosty   Francis. 

With  John  Bergin  making  his  first  Amherst  start  on  the 
mound,  the  team  lost  its  second  straight  to  Springfield  b\'  a 
9-3  score.  All  but  three  of  the  Springfield  runs  were  a  result  of 
five  consecuti\e  walks  issued  by  the  Amherst  mound  staff  in 
the  seventh  inning. 

The  Jeffs  got  back  on  the  winning  track  against  Westover 
Field,  highlighting  the  sports  of  Prom  Weekend  with  a  16-2 
rout  of  the  visitors.  Charlie  Murphy  retired  after  four  innings 
with  a  ten  run   lead  to  make  way  for  Dave  Hunter,  who  held 


the  soldiers   scoreless   for  three  frames.   Ned   Barry   finished  the 
game,  allowing  only  one  hit. 

For  the  fourth  time  Amherst  went  into  double  figures  to  beat 
Tufts,  16-6.  The  Jeffs  totaled  I  .^  hits  wJiile  the  losers  con- 
tributed seven  errors  and  ten  walks  to  the  Sabrina  cause.  Bill 
Genovese  who  had  previously  been  hampered  by  a  bad  ankle 
went  the  full  nine  innings  at  third,  celebrating  his  return  with 
a  grand-slam  homer  in  the  first  inning. 

Charlie  .Murphy  limited  Wesleyan  to  four  hits  as  the  Jeffs 
avenged  their  earlier  defeat  with  a  5-(l  triumph.  Only  three 
Cardinals  reached  second  base  as  .Murphy  outpitched  Wes- 
leyan's Francis  all  the  way.  Ivar  Rosendale  scored  Ez  Bowen 
on  a  long  triple  in  the  third  inning.  The  Jeffs  exploited  Wes- 
leyan's defensive  weaknesses  in  the  fourth  to  add  three  runs 
to  their  total. 

The  Lord  Jeffs  slapped  out  nine  hits  to  beat  Trinity,  .''-I,  for 
their  fourth  straight  win.  Don  Dunbar  pitched  shutout  ball  for 
six  innings  before  giving  way  to  John  Bergin,  who  allowed  only 
one  hit  and  a  single  run.  Making  it  five  in  a  row,  the  Amherst 
team  edged  out  highly-touted  Dartmouth  by  a  .^-2  score.  The 
Indians  tallied  twice  in  the  first  two  innings  to  take  a  one-run 
advantage  but  the  Jeffs  came  back  in  the  fourth  to  win  the 
ball  game.  Charlie  Murphy,  who  allowed  Dartmouth  only  three 
hits  after  the  first  two  innings,  singled  in  the  tieing  run  and 
Dave   McNeish   drove   him   in  to  clinch   the  victory. 

Against  Colgate  the  Sabrina  squad  suffered  a  complete  re- 
versal of  form  and  fell  by  a  count  of  14-,^.  Four  Jeff  hurlers 
received  little  or  no  support  as  the  Red  [Raiders  scored  seven 
unearned  runs  in  the  first  inning  and  went  on  to  an  easy 
triumph. 

Harvard  edged  the  Jeffs,  5-4,  in  a  tight  game  at  Cambridge. 
Charlie  Murphy  had  a  bad  day  as  he  issued  nine  walks  while 
striking  out  three. 

Don  Dunbar  did  a  fine  job  on  the  mound  as  the  Jeffs  con- 
quered Columbia,  2-1,  in  ele\'cn  innings.  It  was  a  pitcher's  duel 
all  the  wa\'  with  each  muundsman  allowing  only  four  hits  and 
one    run    until    the   last    half  of   the   eleventh.

George  Diliiinr  (it  Williams  maintained  his  mastery  over 
Amherst  basehall  teams  with  a  7-0  victory  in  tlie  lirst  game 
between  the  traditional  ri\als.  Charlie  Murphy,  the  Amherst 
starter,  gave  up  four  runs  in  the  lirst  inning  before  being 
replaced  by  John  Hcrgin. 

In  the  season's  finale,  however,  Murph\'  returned  to  his  usual 
form  and  led  the  Jeffs  to  a  10-1  victory  over  the  Erphmen.  This 
triumph  threw  the  Little  Three  race  into  a  three  way  tie.  It 
was  Murphy  all  the  way  as  the  veteran  pitcher  allowed  only 
four  hits  in  his  last  intercollegiate  game.  Ditmar  was  knocked 
out  of  the  box  in  the  sixth  inning.  The  afternoon  was  high- 
lighted for  the  partisan  Commencement  week-end  crowd  by 
home  runs  from  the  bats  of  Rosendale  and  Bowen.  This  game 
marked  the  last  intercollegiate  appearance  of  Bowen,  .McNeish, 
and  Rosendale  as  well  as  Murphy,  leaxing  Bill  Cenovese  as  the 
only  returning  inhcldcr. 

l')5l) — The  eighty-third  edition  of  the  Amherst  baseball  team 
started  practice  in  the  cage  early  in  .March  with  Coach  Paul 
Ecklcy  beginning  his  fourteenth  year  at  the  helm  of  the  Jeff 
baseball  fortunes.  The  squad  moved  outside  after  Spring  Vaca- 
tion and  cnid  weather  hampered  the  workouts. 

This  year's  captain  is  Bill  Genovese,  regular  third  baseman  of 
the  past  three  seasons.  He  is  the  only  returning  member  of 
the  stellar  infield  of  1949.  This  dirth  of  veterans  in  the  infield 
will  be  a  major  problem  for  Coach  Eckley,  but  he  has  several 
candidates  from  which  to  choose  this  year's  group.  Genovese 
will  probably  continue  at  third  though  he  has  worked  out  at 
second  at  times.  So  far  George  Carpenter  looks  like  a  regular 
at  shortstop.  Howie  Burnett  is  the  leading  contender  for  second 
base,  while  Dick  Dinglcy,  another  sophomore,  will  probably  be 
the  starting  lirst  baseman. 

In  contrast  to  the  infield,  last  year's  picket  line  has  returned 
intact.  Jake  Jordan,  Sam  Crowe,  and  Moose  McGrath,  last 
year's  starting  outfield,  are  all  back,  but  it  looks  like  Harry 
Miller  may  break  into  the  line-up  in  left.  Bucky  Harris,  captain 
and  heavy  hitter  from  last  year's  frosh  squad,  also  is  on  the 
way  to  becoming  an  outfield  fixture.  The  Jeffs  should  not  have 
too    much    trouble    behind    the    plate.     Bill    Woehrlin,    who    did 
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some  catching  for  the  varsitv  last  year  and  Bob  Christenson, 
another  standout  as  a  freshman,  are  competing  for  the  backstop 
position. 

The  Sabrina  pitching  is  the  biggest  questi(jn  mark  for  195tl. 
Don  Dunbar  is  the  only  starting  pitcher  back  from  last  season.

.■\s  usual  the  Jeff  schedule  includes  several  bigger  schools. 
Harvard  and  Dartmouth  return  from  last  year's  program,  while 
Yale,  Rutgers,  and  Holy  Cross  will  also  provide  opposition  dur- 
ing the  coming  campaign.  The  17-game  slate  also  contains 
home-and-home  series  with  Trinity  and  the  traditional  Little 
Three  rivals,  Williams  and  Wesleyan. 

The  I'liiO  manager  is  Doug  .Miller,  who  is  assisted  by  John 
Walker  and  Bob  Hawkins.  Geoff  Jackson  is  in  charge  of  public- 
it\'  for  the  team  and  Bill  Eck  will  again  act  as  trainer. 
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Opening  its  season  on  April  16  against  B.U.,  the  Amherst 
varsity  track  team  whipped  the  Terriers  79-56.  The  Jeffs  con- 
trolled four  of  the  seven  Held  c\cnts  but  Bill  Neill's  victories  in 
the  100  and  200  \ard  dashes  were  the  outstanding  performances 
of  the   day  as   cold  damp  weather  slowed  the   whole  meet. 

In  a  steady  rainfall  the  Colgate  trackmen  swept  to  10  firsts 
in  a  \'i  event  program  to  beat  Amherst  77-58  at  Pratt  Field. 
The  Red  Raiders  showed  their  heels  to  the  Jeffs  in  the  dashes 
and  hurdles  but  the  latter  led  bv  Borarth  captured  the  mile 
and  two  mile. 

Boston  College  succumbed  to  Amherst  on  April  30,  80-55. 
Outstanding  runner  of  the  day  was  Bill  Neill,  wJio  set  a  new 
college  record  of  21.5  seconds  in  the  220  as  well  as  copping 
the  century  in  9.8.  High-scorer  for  the  day  was  Jim  Pierson 
who  led  the  hurdles  and  broad  jump. 


Amherst  lost  to  a  greatly  underrated  Williams  squad  on 
Saturday  of  Prom  week-end  77}/2-57]'2-  It  was  a  near  rout  as 
the  Ephmen  took  8  firsts  and  10  seconds.  The  Sabrinas  showed 
their  only  strength  in  the  hammer,  javelin,  discus  and  100  and 
220-yard  dashes. 

Amherst  was  forcibly  mox'ed  into  last  place  in  Little  Three 
track  standings  as  it  closed  its  season  at  Wesleyan  with  a 
72 "3 -62':!  defeat.  Double  winner  was  Pierson  in  the  broad 
jump  and  221,'  low  hurdles  while  1  latch  and  Neuhoff  were  the 
only  other  Jeff  blue  ribbon  men. 

The  1950  track  team  has  been  left  virtually  unharmed  by 
graduation.  Coach  Lumley  in  his  twenty-third  year  at  Am- 
herst expects  to  produce  a  well  balanced  team  with  the  addi- 
tion  of  fifteen   members  of  last   vcar's   freshman  team.

Amherst  College  can  boast  one  of  the  most  efficient  managers' 
organizations  in  the  country.  The  Association  is  made  up  of  the 
managers  and  assistants  in  all  sports  and  is  governed  by  a  three 
man  executive  committee.  It  functions  under  the  auspices  of  the 
intercollegiate  athletic  office. 

The  Association  sets  up  the  managerial  competitions.  The 
primary  interest  of  the  Association  is  to  work  up  a  competitive 
spirit  for  the  positions.

The  Amherst  Intramural  Athletic  System  was  inaugurated  in 
1925  and  since  that  time  its  popularity  has  risen  to  great  heights. 
This  high  standard  of  student  competition  has  been  emulated 
bv  many  other  colleges  and  universities.  Prior  to  1^143  fraterni- 
ties only  fielded  teams  to  compete  for  the  coveted  trophy  but 
following  the  termination  of  World  War  II  the  intramural  pro- 
gram was  expanded  to  include  dormitories  and  the  faculty  as 
well. 

The  Ui47-4y  Intramural  Sports  program  had  thirteen  fraterni- 
ties, the  Lord  Jeff  Club,  the  Faculty,  and  two  dorms  competing 
in  fourteen  events.  Of  these  fourteen  contests  eleven  were  ath- 
letic and  the  other  three  were  Debating,  Bridge  and  Academic 
Average.  The  program,  during  the  current  season,  was  under 
the  direction  of  Professor  Eli  .Marsh.  The  Intramural  program 
has  always  been  effective  here  at  Amherst  because  of  the  in- 
tense interest  of  the  participants.  Thus,  the  success  of  the  en- 
deavor has  been  a  result  of,  and  is  perpetuated  by,  the  interest 
of  the  student  body.  It  is  well  to  note  that  over  85%  of  the 
student  body  enrolled  at  Amherst  participated  at  one  time  or 
another  during  the  school  year  in  some  sort  of  intramural  com- 
petition. 

The  scoring  is  a  carefull\'  devised  system  whereby  the  winners 
of  each  competition  were  awarded  a  certain  number  of  points 
according  to  whether  the  contest  was  "major,"  "sub-major"  or 
"minor."  The  point  system  is  so  arranged  that  the  winner  of 
the  Trophy  of  Trophies  must,  of  necessity,  compile  a  consistently 
high  number  of  points  throughout  the  year  in  all  fourteen  en- 
deavors. Beta  Theta  Pi,  winning  four  contests  and  coming  in 
second  in  another  to  compile  323J  i  points  was  able  to  repeat  last 
year's  performance  and  retained  the  trophy. 

Alpha  Delta  Phi  with  .3 Id  points  finished  second  while  Psi 
Upsilon  with  310}  2  ^nd  Theta  Delta  Chi  with  286' i  finished 
close  behind  in  the  totals. 

As  the  season  started  with  fall  sports  Beta  Theta  Pi  started 
producing  points  with  a  win  in  touch  football  with  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  taking  the  second  slot.  Theta  Delta  Chi  and  Delta  Kappa 
Epsilon  took  the  laurels  respectively  in  the  table  tennis  and  golf 
tournaments  while  Phi  Delta  Theta  took  a  second  in  table  tennis 
and  Theta  Delta  Chi  grabbed  the  runner-up  split  in  golf.  In 
completing  the  fall  competition  Psi  Upsilon  turned  in  a  \ictorv 
in  bridge  with  Phi  Delta  Theta  taking  another  second. 

The  Faculty,  perennial  volleyball  winners,  showed  1949  would 
be  no  exception  and  copped  first  place  with  Kappa  Theta  its 
closest    opponent.    Beta    Theta    Pi    continued    its   strong   drive    by

taking  die  basketball  cbnnipiunship.  Psi  Upsilon,  wbieli  was 
Beta's  nearest  competitur  went  on  to  take  the  swimniinL;  eliam- 
pionship  anJ  Beta  took  a  second  in  tliis  competition. 

Theta  Delt  copped  squash  honors  with  U.K.E.  second  while 
Stearns  Hall,  unheard  of  'til  then,  came  through  with  a  win 
in  the  track  relays  with  Alpha  Delt  getting  the  runner-up  spot. 

Phi  Gam  copped  the  delegation  average  with  the  Lord  Jeff 
Club  grabbing  a  second  while  Beta  copped  another  first  in 
debating  with  Psi  U.  a  close  second. 

The  Faculty  dominated  in  the  spring  track  events  with  Alpha 
Delt  taking  second  place  honors  here.  TTieta  Delt  won  the 
tennis  league  with  A.D.  once  again  repeating  in  the  second 
slot.  Beta  gained  its  fourth  hrst  place  by  winning  the  Softball 
league.  A.D.  placed  second  once  again. 

An  interesting  tradition  between  the  Intramural  Athletic  Sys- 
tem of  Williams  and  Amherst  was  preserved  this  year  with  Beta 
Theta  Pi  of  Amherst,  the  winners  of  the  football  league,  meeting 
the  Williams'  Betas,  winner  of  the  same  contest  at  Williams- 
town.  The  Amherst  Betas  having  a  decided  advantage  over 
their  brotherly  foes  because  of  the  different  rules  used  in  the 
two  institutions,  administered  a  beating  to  the  Ephs  and  thereby 
became  the  undisputed  winners  of  the  "Midget"  Three  and 
copped  the  "Shaving  Bowl.  "  The  home  team,  however,  did  not 
have  an  easy  assignment  on  their  hands  and  only  after  a  hard 
battle  could  they  gain  a  12-6  victory. 

The  value  of  the  Intramural  System  here  at  Amherst  has 
been  emphasized  by  the  fact  that  the  college  has  given  ftdl 
recognition  to  the  extracurricular  activity  and  through  the  Ath- 
letic Fund  has  provided  the  backing  to  obtain  better  equiptiient. 
The  Intramural  Sports  Program  of  1948-49  saw  the  ultimate 
reached  in  organization  when  rule  books  and  books  of  eligi- 
bility were  distributed  and  when  paid  referees  were  introduced 
to  make  the  contests  keener  and  as  fair  as  possible. 

In  order  to  allow  as  many  students  as  possible  to  participate 
no  student  is  allowed  to  participate  in  more  than  one  particular 
sport  in  any  one  season.  This  also  enables  the  participants  to 
become   more  adept  at  one  sport  and   thu-.  the  quality  of  intra- 
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mural  competition  is  steadily  on  the  increase. 

In  conjunction  with  the  increasing  quality  of  the  intramural 
sports,  the  Athletic  Department  has  introduced  two  intramural 
sports  this  year,  golf  and  tennis.  Thus,  the  program  for  student 
enjoyment  in  athletics  has  been  enlarged  sn  that  all  sports  are 
included. 

However,  athletics  do  not  provide  the  only  competitive  stimulus 
for  intramural  honors.  Bridge  and  debating  have  become  highly 
competitive,  and  along  with  the  much  coveted  highest  scholastic 
average,  provide  other  means  of  endeavor  than  sports  for  those 
interested. 

A  notable  accomplishment  of  the  Intranunal  Athletic  System 
has  been  the  practice  of  awarding  trophies  to  the  winners  of 
different  contests.  The  Trophy  of  Trophies  is  awarded  to  a 
house  or  other  organization  which  has  had  a  consistently  high 
number  of  points  lor  a  season.

THE     CLASS 


In  the  tall  ot  1946  the  liiit  rumor  concerned  the  Dean's  secret 
weapon,  a  fancy  actuarial  gadget  called  Attrition,  guaranteed  to 
solve  the  campus  housing  problem  with  supersonic.  Atom  Age 
efficiency.  One  freshman  aroused  official  suspicion  by  dropping 
an  overstuffed  chair  from  a  third  story  window  into  the  path  of 
Detective  O'Brien  of  the  Kampus  Kops.  Attrition  got  him.  An- 
other transported  a  ponderous  penny  scale  from  the  unguarded 
doorway  of  N4cClelIan's  Hve-and-dime  emporium  to  the  privacy 
of  his  dormitory  room.  "You  can't  get  a-weigh  with  this,  "  said 
the  Dean,  and  Attrition  eliminated  a  fine  tackle  prospect.  Still 
another  member  of  '."iO's  fabulous  four-hundred  thought  that 
French  was  a  secret  code.  "Allez,  s'il  vous  plait,  "  said  the  Dean, 
without  trace  of  an  accent,  and  Attrition  got  him,  without  even 
the  usual  buzz  or  blue  flame. 

Meanwhile,  however,  the  crisp  Autumn  \seather  of  1946  tickled 
the  much-publicized  "maturity"  of  Amherst's  first  real  post-war 
class.  The  center  of  the  campus  became  a  bastion  of  academic 


diligence.  Fifty's  one  hundred  and  sixty  odd  e.x-servicemcn  car- 
ried out  a  somewhat  monastic  pursuit  of  scholarship  in  radiator- 
less  James  and  Stearns  Halls.  The  Rappoli  Construction  Com- 
pany's relentless  air-compressors  served  in  lieu  of  the  matin  bell, 
and  .Mr.  Baird's  English  one-two  instructors  received  man\'  a 
composition  written  to  the  meter  of  the  workmen's  hammers.  The 
G.  l.'s  called  home  for  hot-plates  and  ear-plugs,  wore  their  com- 
bat boots  to  bed,  and,  in  the  odd  moments  when  they  weren't 
pawing  their  texts  with  icy  hands,  told  glory-stories  and  cursed 
the  "civilians"  and  their  plush  accommodations  in  old  North  and 
South  Colleges.  The  "civilians,"  however,  had  the  barrel-shaped 
tones  of  the  Chapel  gong  to  tumble  them  out  of  their  comfortable 
cots  onto  the  pungently-oiled  floors  of  their  ancient  suites.  Schol- 
arship flourished  in  his  barren  soil,  and  Attrition  turned  out  to 
he  a  remarkably  impotent  device  for  thinning  out  the  mob-scene 
on  the  Amherst  campus.  While  the  Comptroller  tried  to  calculate 
six  men  into  a  three-man  room,  and  the  general  administration 
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puzzled  over  the  formula  for  twelve-luindred  man  attendance  in 
the  four-hundred-seat  Chapel,  the  Class  of  1950  went  shambling 
along,  variously  striving  for  Cod,  for  Country,  for  the  Navy  or 
the  Army  or  the  Marines,  for  Piebald  Prep  or  West  Okra  High, 
for  the  Veteran's  Administration,  and  for  Amherst. 

Fifty  has  been  shambling  for  four  years  now,  never  visibly 
diminished,  never  visibly  regimented.  When  the  "kids"  took  up 
Plato,  the  old  "vets"  took  up  water  pistols.  When  the  "vets"  clad 
themselves  in  white  bucks  and  flannels,  the  "kids"  donned  dun- 
garees and  brogans.  The  "typical"  Fiftyite  has  always  been  hard 
to  find — h)s  most  prominent  characteristic  is  his  absence  from 
class  pictures — but  the  individual  members'  assimilation  by  the 
amorphous  group  has  been  a  source  of  wonder  to  all  interested 
onlookers.  If  this  statement  is  parado.xical,  so  is  the  Class  of 
1950. 

Amherst's  mid-century  graduating  class  leaves  behind  it  an 
unusual  number  of  record  performances.  We  have,  of  course, 
our  share  of  muscles  and  sinews,  and  the  old  athletic  standards 


have  suffered  more  than  somewhat,  but  impregnable  numerical 
marks  have  been  created  during  the  past  four  years  in  every  field 
from  beer  consumption  to  inclusion  on  the  Dean's  List,  for  both 
of  which  we  blushingly  bow  our  beads.  Numbers  have  been  our 
distinguishing  feature,  and  we  shall  be  remembered  for  them,  if 
for  nothing  else.  Professor  Salmon  will  always  remember  the  days 
when  he  needed  ushers  for  his  Russian  History  classes.  Dean 
Bacon  will  always  remember  the  au.xiliary  mimeograph  machine 
he  needed  for  our  Chapel  notices.  If  our  rope-pull  effort  and 
freshman  fights  are  forgotten,  the  management  of  the  Amherst 
cinema  palaces  will  long  remember  our  faithful  heavy  attendance 
at  the  flicks.  If  the  Decius  Chapter  is  forgotten,  Joe's  Diner  will 
long  remember  the  outgoing  flow  of  hamburgers  and  near-beer. 
If  this  last  large  vestige  of  the  Old  Curriculum  is  forgotten,  Al 
Guest  will  long  remember  the  hopes  he  nurtures  for  our  four- 
hundred  potential  millionaire  philanthropists. 
And  ICC  will  remember  Amherst — fondly.
